PLAGSTAFFS ON THE CHURCHES. 


New York, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—The Colum- 
bian celebration can show no such suggestive 
picture of the spirit of Columbus and its re- 
suits as the school parade of this day, upon 
which smiled a sky like a good teacher’s 
countenance. All the beauties of October 
seemed to come out for the sake of the lads, 
who made along march with the precision, 
cleanliness, and aplomb of a regular army. 

The discovery of the new world began in 
nothing but education, that old Greek school- 
master, Aristotle, and his successers reaching 
overthe vacancy of centuries to teach the 


barbarians who had succeeded Rome that 


there was method in the stars, that we inhab- 
ited a star, and that this star was worth look- 
ing into and to see what its behavior was. A 
late Aristotle, one Ptolemy, amplined this 
knowledge, and when the Moors overran 
Alexandria aud burnt its library they did not 
burn all, for Ptolemy’s suggestion got into 
the hands of Toscanelli and Columbus, 
and Columbus reinarked upon the subject, as 
the old woman who was seen betore a crow at 
her bearthside: I've heern tell that these 
crows live a thousand years, and I'm just 
going to watch it and see.“ 


But before he went they sent Columbus up 


to the University of Salamanca, where lived 
the same class of professors who are now 
showing us in their books that Columbus was 
not much of a man afterall. The colleges re- 
jected Columbus, but the public school of the 
world adopted him, and here today it marched 
in almost solemn juvenility, like that parade 
Angelo and the artists might have painted of 


the breaking of the seats and the coming of 


the children to the throne of judgment. 

There seemed the step of science in its in- 
fancy, thrilling the earth, as these little chil- 
dren marched from curb to curb on Fifth 
avenue, some of them to live perhaps till 1992 
and learn what more is in reserve for them to 
discover. 

PubiI® School Pupils in Gotham. 

Here in New York are 320,000 public school 
pupils, and it is not generally known that ed- 
ueation is compulsory in this city up to the 
age of 14 and that about 20,000 truant 


cases come before our courts every year, 
, ‘end that incorrigible truants are sent to the 


reformatory. Besides, there are 30,000 pupils 
in the evening schools, one-fifth of them over 
the age of manhood. There are 20,000 pupils 


in the manual schools. It costs 35,000, 000 4 


year to support the educational system of New 


Tork City, which has at its summit a college 


or high school, with 1,100 pupils, and a nor- 
mal school to train women as teachers, with 


100 fine specimens of the sex continually 


coming on and never growing old. A nauti- 


deal school has lately been added to the sys- 


tem, highly suggestive of the trade which 


made Columbus so useful to mankind. 


On the Board of Education in New York are 
some women. This system originally began 
with a public school society which broke 
ground in the face of the taxpayers’ prejudice 
for the present fully legal and triumphant 
system. But the private schools of New York 
are also 
humerous, as is natural in a rich city and in a 
foreign city where the American faith does 
not immediately set in. 

Over Ten Thousand in the Parade. 

In the parade today were 10,500 public 
school pupils with magnificent bands of music 
at the heads of their twenty regiments. There 
were, besides, 1,000 students froin Long Island 


City. Then followed Catholic schools and 


academies with probably 5,500 pupils, includ- 
ing some colored children. The public schools 
somewhat indicated their local composition; 
some departments were composed entire- 
ly of Hebrews.

. Flagstaffs on the Churches. 

It was noticeable that every church on the 
route had forgotten its scruples and heaped 
vast wouden ‘seats in front of the architecture. 
Most of the churches had flagstaffs coming out 
of their Spires or portals and were glorious in 
bunting. Windows were in high demand, and 
scenes everywhere, even to the housetops, 
were enlivening in the keen clear air. 

Of course the vast reviewing scene was at 
Madison square, in front of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, but anuther magnificent stand was at 
Union Square. The men who were to figure 
in the next generation marched past the

a blue scarf and a gold pin, choker collar, and 
brown overcoat. The fate which left him off 
the ticket made him President of the United 
States on this occasion, and it was his proud- 
est. He and Flower, both citizens of Man- 
hattan, one afarmer’s and the other a preach- 
er’s son, both poor, both rich, fair American 
types, stood chatting with men as plain and 
distinguished as themselves. The row of 
little private boxes on which they sat, the 
whole of Madison square long, were fronted 
with white muslin, white gauze cornice, and 
yellow sashes. Poles above, capped with 
eagles, supported pennants and guidons of all 
nations. Back of them the copy of that Gi- 
raide tower Columbus saw in Seville raised its 


triple cupola and peak of colors, loftiest of all 


except this stand. Allin the city are free to- 
day for the parents and sisters of the paraders, 
the Chief of the Street Cleaning Department 
rides through alone, suggestive of the fact that 
Cordova, where Columbus appeared with his 
suite, was the first paved city in Europe. 

The two noble aisles of Fifth avenue and 
Broadway, opening from this point, recall to 
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monuments of Washington, Lincoln, and La- 
fayette and turned the square at Fourteenth 
street and came through that wide avenue to 
Fifth avenue again and then went down to the 
Washington arch, on the Washington square, 
and then broke up. 


Such was the main parade of the day, and 


the night was divided between fireworks on 
the Brooklyn bridge and a specially written 
cantata or allegory by S. C. Pratt, called 
“The Triumph of Columbus,“ at Carnegie’s 
Music Hall, with 500 voices in the chorus. The 


composition was of the usual class of such al- 


legories and was preceded by one of Chauncey 
M. Depew’s exquisite and transparent essay 
speeches.. It somewhat suggested the great 
ballet of Excelsior,“ as produced recently in 
Paris. 
Vision of Columbus’ Inspiration. 


Columbus is discovered dreaming, while 
spirits of evil gather around him as if wish- 
ing to dispatch him, and sirens attempt to 
sensualize his brain; but the spirit of light en- 
ters and gives the dreamer encouragement, 
and he awakes to undertake his task. Then 
we see him at Salamanca assailed; and of 
course all this play and his defense come forth 
in song. Next he and his son come to the 
convent gate, and we have a prayer in song, 
and humanity, which relieves the discoverer, 
in Father Perez. Now he goes back to Isa- 
bella, and the necessity of the dance to sooth 
the mind is seen as the audience takes relief 
from so much music in a pleasurable kickup. 
The ballet, by the way, is not the least new 
feature of education in this country, and is 


making its permanent home in New York, and 


Italians are teaching it. Father Perez sings 
his appeal. Bully Flavera enters a protest on 
behalf of the faculty. Columbus is about to 
be spurned when St. Augel, the good banker, 
rushes in for him and the Queen gets an in- 
stant intuition or impulse, the equiva- 
lent of understanding; there is a 
great prayer for Columbus’ success by 
the court. Next we have the music of the 
voyage, hear the birds flying overhead, hear 
the sailors sing, comprehend that the sirens 
around the vessel have the colic because the 
ship goes on so nicely, and Columbus breaks 
forth in a song of triumph, but has a mutiny 
on his hands. There are sunset vespers, the 
signal gun is fired, land. is found, the sailors 
have a kickup, prayer follows, and the music 
lands on San Salvador. The last is the music 
of the entry into Barcelona, and the discover- 
er is received by the King and Queen. 
Conversion to the Spirit of Physics. 
There were yet thousands of Columbus cele- 
brations in inns, clubs, and banquet halls, 
and the magnitude of this event, while out- 


| wardly great, seems to reach deep into the 
| natures of the people and be the equivalent of 


their conversion to the vast spirit of physics 


ot which Columbus was the Calypso. 


The fireworks on the Brooklyn bridge 
seemed to be the dance of physica, the 


pouring forth of the Falis of Niagara, the 


bursting of infinite bombs; the magnificent 
bridge looking like a beautiful violin 
rising from the waves and the cities, 
borne between the shoulder of New 
York and the hand of Brooklyn, 
standing outlined like Jacob's ladder which 
had come down from the clouds, and like the 
voyage of Columbus reached from man to 
maa and land to land. On all the housetops 
of the great cities, in steainboats, upon piers 
and wharves, vast multitudes looked upon 
this breaking out of the bright. spirits of the 
future, in whose dances and gyrations seemed 
to explode the bombs of war as the glory of 
science, national bee and murder, discard 
hurous arsenals.

The only pictures of 
Columbus I could buy there were made in 
Switzerland, but the Cordova shop-windows 
were full of pamphlet lives of Martin Luther.

Moral Significance of the Uprising.

All that Columbus saw in place of these

casting up the substance of Spain. 

Yesterday a solitary voice was raised from a 
Dutch Reformed pulpit in mockery of Colum- 
bus, the feeble repetition of Justin Winsor’s 
late book issued from Harvard College library, 
which book did not know, as Prof. Fisk has 
clearly pointed out, that Columbus appeared 
last at Rabida convent instead of first.

Start of the Great Parade. 


At 11:30the drums begantoroll and the 
little boys to cheer. The fine-looking police, 
on foot and mounted well, came ten abreast 
slowiy. The Schvol Marshal, mounted, with 
with his yellow banner and college student 
staff, all mounted, looked nobly. Mayor 
Grant, waiking by a well-known lawyer, 
came with his Aldermen and friends. 
The came the trustees of the schools, 
surrounded by little boys, each changing arms 
with an American flag. Twenty abreast came 
the boys in regiments, with file sergeants hold- 
ing small American flags. Boy drum corps 
were frequent, Twelve seemed the average 
age of the boys, their officers a little older. 
Some files wore nuvy caps, some derbies, some 
fez caps. The plaintive pallor and delicacy of 
youth made the spectators, especially: the 
mothers, overflow with tears as the stern little 
faces swept past: “ Ye that are about to perish, 
we salute ye as we pass. 

The Vice-President, Governor, etc., stood 
looking at these half-perfected soldiers with 
their hands down, their flank marching as if 
on the stage, eyes twelve pairs to the front, 
and books behind in battery at school. Some 
Captains forgot to present cane swords to Mr. 
Morton; others did so without locking; others 
did nut know where he was. All the boys 
wore knee breeches and black hose. It wasa 
peaceful scene where the spectators looked 
down from terraces and windows like the 
Sunday of knowledge—only the drums, fifes, 
and bands smacked of war. Napoleon seemed 
marching off the boys of France before Fon- 
taine. An American flag was pinned over 
every little heart. 

How the School Urehins Appeared. 


The colored brother first appeared as a 
drum-major. Nearly every little jacket was 
store-bought. Not many lads wore spectacles. 
They gave promise of a better looking geuer- 
ation than the present. Freckles were rare, 
smail-pox almost extinet. Rows of little col- 


ored boys came along after a time, wheeling 


and making a lot of laughter. Little school 
boys left out, cheer their comrades from the 
stands. Here and there old teachers or school 
directors accompanied the boys, or citizens 
loving their alma mater. Each school be- 
trayed its own district, but there are no negro 
public schools in New York; they live as they 
shall be saved, together. Ambulances came 
along nuw and then. ’ 

‘he extraordinary Mayor Gleason of Long 
Island City, big as bis deeds and misfits, 
comes now before his Long-Islanders. Slight- 
ly tough are his boys, as if born with ful- 
minating caps. An ambulance rushes by as 
if some one of the ninety anc nine had fallen. 
Long Island City boys, hied among the goats, 
defiantly wear their political caps. The Jer- 
sey City high school shows a fine set of 
youths. 

Now comes St. John’s College, big boys in 
cadet uniform and white helmets, carrying mus- 
kets and preceding the Catholic schools. They 
march like Elisworth Zouaves. Judge Ryan 
upon a horse leads the cross-belted full uni- 
formed cadets, helmet-crowned of Xavier 
College. Mayor Grunt’s alma mater, every 
boy with a red ball upon his cane. 

Three and three, pleasant looking priests 
march among the Catholic schoole. 

Vice-President Morton Cheered. 


Some of the colleges gave Mr. Morton their 
hurrah. Some of the larger collegians are 
cavalry. A full school of colored boys in hel- 
mets are Catholic. One. school carries a hos- 
pital stretcher. Anether has a big drum 
corps of little boys. Another school drilis to 
the whistle. Better prepared in their mili- 
tary clothes, the Catholic schools make a 
strong impression. Another school wears 
sailor dress, 

Vice-President and Governor recognize for 
hours those salutes. Occasionally some kind 
priest's face looks like Oliver Goldsmith trav- 
eling with his flute. One little school wears 
red tasggled sashes over black suits, drooping 
from the waist to the ground. Anotherschool 
The strong 
Celtic character smolders along these faces. 
Boys outside of New York City have not the 
finish of those within. St. Peter’s school 
passes by, recalling the fact that the Spanish 
Minister a hundred years ago attended 
the opening of that church in New 
York, and the King of Spain gave it 
$10,000. Their cadet officers carry red, 
white, and blue paper plumes, and every 
boy salutes with his cap across his breast. 
These waves of youthful life roll on by the 
hour. The Vice-President, at best weary, still 
uncovers, looking like Sir Robert Peel and 
the Governor like Sancho Panza in Baratonic.

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corporate arms. They made the best appear- 
ance ot the day, and averaged 17 or 18. An- 
other beautiful banner represented the lone- 
some new world in 1492 waiting for a mate. 
The banner of Isabel came next after Wash- 
ington and Hudson. 

Others Who Were Represented. 


Amerigo, Palos, Cuba, Cartier, Santa 
Maria, and Cabot were all represented. All 
felt to see them, the beauty of higher educa- 
tion in the public schools. Far different was 
the New York University, blowing penny 
trumpets and whooping college signals and 
expressing their preferences between Morton 
and Flower. : 

Smashingly came Columbia College with 
pioneers in white jackets made to spell their 
names thereon every way they drilled.

LIVELY TIMES ON THE BOARD EXPECTED. 


Effect of the Report of the Statistician of 
the Department of Agriculture, 

There will probably be a lively time on the 
bell rings. Mr. Dodge, the Statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington, 
issued his little report yesterday, and it was 
not quite what the trade looked tor. Asa 
rule it has been expected that this report, 
which furnishes the yield per acre of the 
leading cereals, would be rather “bull- 
ish’’ in its effect. Speculators had counted on a 
yield of something like eleven and a half or 
twelve bushels of wheat to the acre, which 
meant a total crop of less than 500,000,000 
bushels. | 

Mr. Dodge and his young men bunched 

the returns received from the department’s 
correspondents through the country and fig- 
ured that there would be thirteen bushels of 
wheat to the acre, or a crop of 520,000,000 
bushels. Naturally the information was de- 
pressing, and on the “‘curb” the price of De- 
cember wheat slid off 14¢ cents—from 774% 
to 75% . cents—after the close. The 
drop will catch some “stop orders,“ and 
naturally a good many holders will be anx- 
ious to sell out at the opening. 
When a Board of Trade broker starts to sell 
wheat he is going to sell it, no matter how 
much “hollering ’’ it takes to do it, and people 
ho like to see the pits at their liveliest will 
probably have a chance if they are on hand at 
9 330 sharp. , 

The government’s figures on the condition 
of corn suggest a crop of 1,615,000,000 bushels, 
and a crop of 627,000,000 bushels of oats. All 
of these figures were construed as bearish by 
the crowd around the exchange yesterday, and 
lower prices are expected, temporarily at east. 
The government report is given in the com- 
mercial columns,

The gathering of celebrities does not prom- 
ise to be great. Two ex-Presidents—Hayes 
and Cleveland—will hardly compensate for 
the necessary absence of President Harrison, 
but that is a disappointment which Chicago 
also will probably have to bear. Tomorrow’s 
naval parade will bring together some of the 
representatives of foreign governments, and 
Wednesday's military parade will, in addition 
to the Cabinet and New York City and State 
officials, have a fair representation from States 
close at hand.

What Mr. Depew did was to make one of 
his happy speeches, full of the impromptu 
suggestions of the occasion. There was no 
foretaste in it of the oration which he is to 
deliver at the dedicatory ceremonies in Chica- 
go next week. The celebration he described 
as an effort to represent to the spirit of Co- 
lumbus the _feelings and sentiments of the 
present age. At the outset of the pageantry 
he had found something more impressive than 
all that was yet to come—the tribute to civil 
and religious liberty, which he saw in the 
school children's parade, the. thousands of 
American lads marching to the music of na- 
tionality under the Stars and Strips.

With the bright flash, puff of thick white 
heavy boom of cannon old Fort 
Columbus on Governor's Island opened the 
secular part of the celebration of the 400th 
anniversary of its namesake's greatest deed 
at 6:05 this morning.

Where the Crowd Congregated. 

While the line of march of the parade was 
banked on either side by crowded masses 
from the starting point at Central Park plaza 
to the disbanding point at the University 

lace, the greatest numbers congregated in 

adison Square, Union Square, and Wash- 
ington Square. The west side of Fifth ave- 
nue at Madison Square was occupied by an 
immense stand with 3,200 seats. 
Of these 200 seats were reserved 
for reporters, and each seat was 
furnished with a writing desk. Opposite was 
a stand that seated 6,000 persons. Among 
those seated there were Vice-President Levi 
P. Morton, Secretary of the Treasury Foster, 

Gov. R. P. Flower ana his staff, Gov. Tillman 
of South Carolina, United States Marshal Ja- 
cobus, and many local officials. This stand 
was placed in charge of ex-Mayor Wickham. 

Ex-President and Mrs. Cleveland, with a 
party of friends, witnessed the parade. 

Long before the procession reached Madi- 
son square the head of an advancing column, 
5 ed by a platoon of mounted police, 
could be seen advancing down the avenue. 
As it reached the square itself Vice-President 
Morton, Gov. Flower, and the other officials 
present arose and stood uncovered until the 
thousands of boys and youths in the proces- 
sion had passed the stand. 

The boys preserved excellent order and 
passed the stands with the steady tread of 
veterans. Their bearing won them continuous 
and well merited applause. 

On one stand were 2,000 schoolgirls dressed in 
red, white, and blue, who sang patriotic songs 
as the procession passed by. At Washington 
square two stands seating 5,600 spectators had 
been erected. There the Mayor and School 
Commissioners left the ranks and took seats 
reserved for them on the stand, from which 
they reviewed the procession as it passed by 
on its way to Fourth street and University 
place, where it disbanded. 

Brilliant Fireworks on the Bridge. 

The display of fireworks on the Brooklyn 
bridge tonight was beautiful of itself, and the 
effect was intensified in a marvelous way by 
the harmonious framing of the brilliant pict- 
ure. On the east were the myriad lights of a 
city of a million people, on the west an- 
other great city, half again as large. 
The moon, still young, hardly above the 
horizon, and the gloom of night made a back- 
ground for the gleammg panorama like a 
monster bed of dark velvet set with countless 
numbers of various colored goms. The water 
was alive with ali kinds of craft, rowboats, 
ferryboats, naphtha launches, and excursion 
steamers. Every high building in New York 
ana Brooklyn was peopled with spectators, and 
from these heights the view was snperby 

One is necessarily lavish of adjegtives in 
*attemp‘.ng to describe that which bewilders 

and intoxicates the senses. The eloquence of 
acertain public man acquired for him the 
sobriquet of Fireworks. But there is a dif- 
ference in fireworks as in eloquence. Broeck’s 
tinest display at Manhattan Beach interests 
the old and enthuses the young. Fireworks 
on Brooklyn bridge, with a million or more 
spectators, is different. 

In the middle of the East River rose the 
two tall white center piers. On these summits 
burned beds of glowing lava, frequently 
changing the hue. Detwomn them rose flights 
of rockets, broadsides of bombs bursting 
with stars high in air, and showers of all 
kinds of bright colors. 

There was a novel telegraphic message 
written in letters of fire sent from one tower 
to the other by the Morse code. One of the 
bombs used was larger than any ever seen 
here. There were some twenty-five and thirty 
inches in diameter. After the exhibition the 
western roadway of the bridgeway was opened 
exclusively to pedestrians going to Brooklyn, 
while the promenade was used by those com- 
ing to New York. 

Accident Which May Prove Fatal. 

Just as the salute of detonating shells an- 
nounced the conclusion of the fireworks dis- 
play on the Brooklyn bridge tonight an acci- 
dent occurred on the pier at the foot of Beek- 
man street that was probably attended with 
loss of life. The pier, which afforded a free 
and excelient view of the fireworks, was 
crowded with people during the evening. On 
the southern side the ship Reaper was 
tied up and the Captain availed 
himself of the opportunity to make some 
money by selli seats om his vessel. The 
vessel was unloaded and stood high out of the 
water, necessitating a gangway fully thirty 
feet long and which stretched from the ship to 
the dock at an angle of sixty-five degrees. 
This gangway was crowded when suddenly 
there was acrack and the plank broke in the 
middle. Some of the people were thrown in 
a heap on the pier, many sustaining painful 
hurts and bruises. At least one man feil into 
the river and was drowned. A woman in the 
excitement wes pushed over the stringpiece. 
She was rescu 

While watching the fireworks on the bridge 
tonight John Wainwright fell from the roof 
of a fuur-story building, sustaining internal 
injuries and a fracture of the skull. He was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital dying. 
Schoolboys Tear Down an English Flag. 

The great parade of schoolboys today dem- 
onstrated the patriotism of the rising genera- 
tion. Twenty-five Harlem schoolboys, 
however, gave evidence in a more’ effective 
way by tearing down and trampling under 
foot an English flag was displayed 
in front of a Harlem store. At 8 o' clock this 
morning the boys, ranging in age from 12 to 
17, were coming down Columbus avenue on 
their way to join the big parade. Near the 
corner of Ninety-third street they saw a large 
English flag floating in front of a cigar store 
kept by an Englisman. No other flag was 
displayed and the boys, thinking it un-Amer- 
ican to dispiay a foreign flag without a United 
States flag with it, gathered in front of the 
store and demanded of the storekeeper to 
either raise a United States flag beside the 
English one or to lower the English flag. 
This the keeper of the store refused to do, 

After considerable angry discussion and 
several threats on the part of the boys one of 
the little fellows climbed upon the shoulders

get their hands on the objectionable fl 
tore it into hundreds of fragments and scat- 
tered the fragments about the street, 
trampling them under foot amid the cheers of 
the older onlookers. The Englishman was in- 
dignant, and it looked for a time as though he 
would attack the boys. The sympathy of the 
crowd, however, was evidently with boys, 
and he considered discretiot the better part of 
valor, and, after threatening to have the boys 
arrested for malicious destruction of property, 
he retired to his store. 
Dr. Depew’s Oration in Part. 


The audience that listened to Silas G. 
Pratt’s musical cantata Columbus, which 
was rendered in the Carnegie Music Hall to- 
night under the auspices of the committee of 
one hundred, was not a large one. The 
chorus was about 400 strong. The chief feat- 
ure of the evening was the speech of Chaun- 
cey M. Depew. It was delivered after the 
festival march, entitled The Empire State, 
which was dedicated to the wife of Mr. De- 

W. After the march had been played Mr. 
epew eme upon the platform and delivered 
his oratiédr. He said in part: 

This is an American night; I may say an Amer- 
ican week, an American month, an American year, 
and an American century. Tomorrow we begin 
a series of American celebrations that will con- 
tinue until 1893. Other nations—Italy, Spain, 
France—are joining hands with us in doing honor 
to the memory of Columbus. Tomorrow you will 
see upon the Hudson the ships of war, the private 
yachts, the vessels of commerce that illustrate 
and show the advance of the travels of Columbus 
the march of which crystallizes the advance of 
civil and religious liberty. 

At Chicago the architectural genius of the 
country has constructed buildings that surpass 
anythi the world has ever seen. There are 
gathered the results of arts, the genuises, the 
manufacturers, the learnings, the commerce, the 
industry of 400 years—400 years of American inde- 
pendence, There has been greater advance in 
every way in this century thanin any of those 
that preceded.

That which is to follow is the 
silent, material parade which marks the wealth 
and the civilization of a great people. It marks 
the things that belong to their effort and their 
ease, their pleasures and powers.

His“arrival was 
made known to the Secretary of the Colum- 
bian committee by a request to send Mr. Al- 
drich’s tickets for the parade and other func- 
tions of the celebration to him at the 
Holland House. Secretary Wahle’s response 
was prompt. Mr. Aldrich received today tick- 
ets entitling him to one seat on the board at 
the Worth monument during the parades and 
a similar seat on the east bank of the Hudson 
at Riverside Park during the naval parade. 
Mr. and Mrs. Aldrich witnessed today’s parade 
from a window of the Holland House, as they 
will likewise the others. 

The delegation of Chicago’s city fathers 
now en route via Philadelphia will possibly 
also be provided with single admission tickets 
to some grand-stand on the route of the pro- 
cessions. Their wives may crane their necks 
with the mob on the sidewalk or pay some 
patriotic New-Yorker for a better place to see 
the show.

Chicago Will Be More Hospitable. 

„Chicago will heap coals of fire on the head 
of Father Knickerbocker a few days from 
now,“ remarked Mr, Aldrich this evening. 
I fear our dedication ceremonies will fall 
far below the New York standard in some 
respects, but we will at least be hospitable to 
our visitors.' We can’t equal these decora- 
tions. ‘They are magnificent. I under. 
stand New York pays for the greater part 
of them by the sale of seats on temporary 
stands put up along the route of the parades. 
We should have done the same thing. It is 
too late now. The Lake-Front would nave 
been just the 1 to erect an immense 
grand stand, and with this we might recoup 
ourselves for just such a large display as New 
York has made.“

VISIT TO THE OLD MONASTERY. | 


Where Columbus Received the First En- 
couragement in His Scheme, 

Capiz, Oct. 10.—Enormous crowds watched 
the departure of the gunboat Conde Valderno, 
conveying Queen Regent Christina and the 
royal party for Huelva, where they will take 
part in the Columbus celebration. The gun- 
boat was escorted by a fleet of foreign war- 
ships. The balconies of the buildings along 
the quays were handsomely decorated with 
flags and bunting and filled with women and 
children. The scene was a most pretty and 
animated one. The harbor was filled with all 
kinds of craft gayly deeorated. A number of 
excursion steamers crowded with passen- 
gers trailed along after the warships, 
presenting with their flags and other decora- 
tions a marine picture that has seldom been 
equaled in Spanish waters. (ne particularly 
pretty and novel feature of this naval parade 
was asmall steamer that shot here and there 
about the harbor, picking its way among the 
crowded vessels as though a most skillful hand 
was guiding it. Everywhere it went it was 
greeted with cheers and shouts of admiration, 
not only for its skillful handling but for its 
fair crew. The steamer was manned’’ by a 
number of handsome young women of Cadiz, 
allof whom looked peculiarly attractive in 
their natty sailor uniforms. After the war- 
ships had started the little steamer fell in line 
and followed after thet. 

The Conde Vaiderno, the gunboat convey- 
ing the Queen Regent and roval party, had a 
pleasant trip up the coast from Cadiz. When 
the warship arrived off Huelva it was met by 
a transport, on board of which were Senor 
Canovas del Castillo, the municipal author- 
ities, the diplomats who are visiting Huelva, 
and a number of other dignitaries. Twenty- 
three Spanish and foreign men-of-war were 
ranged in line, and. as the gunboat with the 
royal party on board entered the bay, the 
nearest warship fired a royal salute. This was 
repeated by the next ship in the line, and 
80 on until every one ots the 
twenty-three vessels had saluted little 
King Alfonso, who was with his 
mother on the Conde Valderno. The war- 
ships were all dressed in rainbow fashion, 
and, as the royal party passed, yards were 
manned and all naval honors paid. 

The Conde Valderno came to anchor off the 
Monastery of La Rabida. Boats were low- 
ered and the royal party was taken ashore and 
to the old monastery where Columbus re- 
ceived the first encouragement in his scheme 
which led to the discovery of a new world. 
After inspecting the venerable pile the royal 
party returned, to the gunboat, which then 
proceeded to Huelva. The Queen Regent 
and King Alfonso will disembark in state to- 
morrow. 


Eight Directors Will Go to New York. 

Eight members of the Board of Directors of the 
World's Fair will be in New York to revresent 
Chicago at the Columbian celebration there. 
They are Benjamin Butterworth, Arthur Dixon, 
J. W. Ellsworth, George P. Engelhard, Milton W. 
Kirk, Eugene S. Pike, Paul O. Stensland, and 
Charles T. Yerkes. President T. W. Palmer, 
President Higinbotham, Director-General Davis, 
and other officials have thus far found it im- 
practicable to leave Chicago in view of the com- 
ing ceremonies here, which are keeping all thé 
Officials busy. 


CHEROKEE STRIP NOW CLEARED. 


It May Possibly Be Thrown Open for Set- 
tlement Next Spring. 

At the time Presiderit Harrison ordered the 
vocation by cattlemen of the Cherokee Strip 
of the Indian Territory, Aug. 1, 1890, and then 
extended the time sixty days, the stockmen 
were literally wild men of the West. They 
predicted ruin and disaster in the cattle indus- 
try of this country, But the order was per- 
emptory, and the government sent soldiers to 
drive out the cattle. There could be little 
protest, but the principal difficulty was 
in finding a place for the stock. 
For two years the soldiers have been 
scouring the country, posing one day as 
defenders of the country, the next occupying 
the station of full-fledged cowboys. Not 
until lately has the strip been cleared of 
cattle. It had been intimated that the gov- 
ernment would throw open the strip for settle- 
ment next spring, but as yet no negotiations 
have been entered into with the Cherokees 
tending toward the release of ownership of 
the land. : 

Two weeks ago the soldiers drove the last 
batch of cattle off the strip,“ said Zack Mul- 
hall of Mulhall, I. T., at the Great Northern 
yesterday. Mr. Mu'hall isa cattleman and is 
connected with the live. stock departrnent of 
the Santa Fé road, so that he sees both sides of 
the matter. Ihe Cherokee Strip is now 
Clean of cattle from one end to the other 
for the first time since white men visited that 
country. and it will probably remain so. 
Boomers have burned all the grass, so there 
would be no show there for cattle this winter, 
even should any attempt to return. 

According to what has been said the gov- 
ernment wants to throw itopen for settlement 
next spring, but that won’t affect cattlemen. 
They don’t want any more Cherokee Strip, 
especially when there is only about half of it 
worth anything, and that will be crowded by 
settlers.

BUY WALKING SHOES. 


YOU MAY NEED THEM DEDICATION 
DAY TOGO T0 THE PARK. 


The Many Lines Leading te the World's 
Fair Grounds, It Is Thought, Will Not 
Be Adequate to the Demand—No Special 
Provisions Made—The IIlinols Central 
Crippled and the Alley “L.” at a Dis- 
advantage — The State Street Line Not 
Desirable—What Visitors May Expect. 

How will you get to Jackson Park for the 
dedivation of the World's Fair Oct. 217 And, 
having gotten there, how will you get down- 
town again? These two questions are being 
asked oftener than any others connected with 
the dedication, and as yet no satisfactory an- 
swer has been given to either. 

There will be ample facilities for the crowds 


attending the Fair next summer, but many of 


the transportation lines are in course of prep- 
aration for next year. There has been no 
time to prepare for next woek’s crowd; and 
then, too, it would hardly, have 
paid the companies to get in 
shape’ at this early day for handling 
the immense throngs ot next year for the 
business of one or at most three days. There 
will be as many persons at Jackson Park next 
Friday as will be in attendance any average 
day the Fair is open, though there will be spe- 
cial days, such, for example, as the opening 
day, when the crowd, it is expected, will be 
much greater. The latest estimate of the at- 
tendance dedication day is 100,000, which, 
with the number who will view the parade 
and watch the procession enter the gates of 
the Exposition, will swell the number to 150,- 
000. But for the fact that only persons hold- 
ing invitations are to be admitted inside the 
gates there would be a gathering that would 
congest every street-car, railroad, and steam- 
boat line, require every carriage, and still 
leave tens of thousands without the means of 
getting to the grounds or of returning. As it 
is, there are grave fears as to the capacity of 
the lines, and tnere is still a danger that many 
of those invited will fail to find conveyance. 


Many Ways Available. 


There are several ways of reaching the 
World’s Fair grounds without walking. The 
Illinois Central railroad, running as it does 
from the heart of the city in a direct line to 
the park, will be, during the continu- 
ance of the Fair, the main line of 
transit. There will be ample accommodation 
by this liné next year, but at present the 
tracks are being elevated for the express pur- 
pose of hauling World's Fair passengers, and 
it is in no fit condition to handle large crowds. 
The Wabash and Cottage Grove avenue line 
runs in a direct line almost to the, gates of the 
Exposition. It is a good line far this traffic, 
but its operation will be seriously interfered 
with next week from the fact of the proces- 
sion crossing the tracks of the cable road at 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-second street. 
Orders will be given to permit the passage of 
trains through the lines of march, but the 
great crowds will be so difficult to mapago 
that fears are entertained of the cars piling 
up in such a way as to interfere seriously with 
the carrying out of the present plans. 

The State street cable line has a round- 
about sort of connection with Jackson Park 
There is a cross-town line on Sixty-first street 
to Cottage Grove avenue, and running from 
Cottage Grove to the Lilinois Central tracks 
on Sixty-third street. This line will be 
changed from the present style of using horses 
to electricity—in time. The company is pre- 
paring fora rush of business next summer, 
but at the present time there is nothing 
to rely upon between the terminus 
of the State street line and the park, except 
the horse cars now running. There will be 
lots of extra cars put on this line for the day, 
but the most optimistic guess made by the 
Chicago City railway people is for 7,000 people 
an hour, or for the three hours during which 
the crowd will be pushing southward some- 
where in the neighborhoud of 21,000 people. 
People who profess to understand these ques- 
tions do not charge the Chicago city officials 
with underestimating its capacity by this 
line, especially when the fact is taken into 
consideration that the cross-town horse car 
line must run two blocks on the Cottage 
Grove cable tracks, which will result in delays to 
bah, The trip to the park by this roundabout 
way will require fully two hours in the mak- 


ing. while the Illinois Central trains make the 


run to Jackson Park in thirty minutes. 
Alley L.“ Handicapped, 

The South Side Rapid Transit, Alley“ L.“ 
is another line counting on carrying World’s 
Fair visitors next year. At present, however, 
it does not run within very easy walking dis- 
tance of the big Manufactures Building, and 
it will be but four blocks nearer by dedication 
day. It will be down to Fifty-fifth street, be- 
tween Calumet and Prairie avenues, by tomor- 
row morning, to people who ‘insist 
on going and can find no. other 
way this will de found preferable to 
walking the entire distance, t is a good 
mile across, however, and a inile is a long 
way when one has on tight shoes or when 
one is in a hurry. Even at its present full 
capacity it can carry no more than 8,500 to 
9.000 an hour, or 25,000 during the fMfburs 
when travel will be going towards Jackson 
Park. 

There are some steamboats in and about 
Chicago which may be used in carrying pas- 
sengers, providing Providence and the weather 
are stniling. But if there is such a blustering 
day as often comes in October there will be 
no passengers get down there by the water 
route, 

There are thousands car- 
riages, victorias, broughams, carts, 
and coaches, to. say nothing of hansoms, ex- 


some of 


press and delivery wagons, grading down in 


price from $22 to such sums as may be secured 
from prospective users, but they will Be be- 
yond the reach. of ordinary citizens. 

Last of all, there is the privilege which goes 
with American citizenship, of striking out and 
walking where one wants to go. There are 
plenty of good wide streets running south, 
with smooth and even sidewalks, and there is 
no city ordinance against this way of annihi+ 
lating distance. Riding shanks’ mares”’ 
may prove popular next week—and it’s some 
seven miles from the City Hall to.Jackson 
Park. 

The various ways mentioned are the only ways 
in which the 100,000 people, who have re- 
ceived those invitations which Mrs. Van Rens- 
selaer declared inartistic, are to- reach Jack- 
son Park Friday of next week. ‘True, the 
Baltimore and Ohio has double: tracks run- 
ning into the park, but the company. will run 
no suburban service: Trains hauling troops 
from various parts of the State may be run 
in over the Baltimore and Ohio tracks, but the 
people who hold the precious bits of paste- 
board admitting to the park will not be able 
to ride over the Baltimore and Ohio from 
down-town. 

Capacity of Illinois Central, 

% The Illinois Central railroad, said an 
official yesterday, will be able to haul a 
good number of passengers between Chicago’s 
down-town district and the World's Fair 
grounds Dedication day. We are making 
preparation for next year’s business, andsthis 
preparation consists in part of the elevation 
of our tracksin front of Jackson Park. To 
do this work we have had to do all the 
through and local business on a portion of 
the tracks, while the others were being ele- 
vated. Two of the raised tracks will be in 
shape for use by Oct. 21, and we are figuring 
on sending all our freight business over 
these tracks, leaving four for the use of 
passenger trains, We will send trains with a 
capacity of 500 people every five minutes dur- 
ing the day, giving us a handling capacity of 
6,000 an hour, which, with 3,000 more that we 
can handle on our regular suburban trains, 
will make 9.000 an hour. If the people who 
are to attend the dedicatory éxercises would 
begin going down at 7 o’clock in the morning 
we could handle them nicely, but they will 
want to crowd on the trains between 9 and 11 
«’clock, and this will have the effect of reduc- 
ing our handling capacity. We will be’ able, 
however, to transport 30,000 people to Jack- 
son Park and get them there in time for the 
exercises.”’ 

Fhe South Side cable lines will handle 20,000 
people an hour if not interfered with by the 
procession, according to the figures of the offi- 
cials. The parade is to cross the Wabash ave- 
nue line at Michigan avenue and Twenfy-sec- 
ond street, but it is hoped by the officers of 
the company that there will be no great inter- 
ference on that account. The liberal estimate 
made by the company is for carrying 50,000 
passengers during the forenoon, 

What Dr. Barnard Says. 

“The South Side Rapid Transit rgilroad 
company. the Alley L.“ said Dr. W. T. Bar- 
nard, its President, will begin runumg trains 
to Fifty-fifth street Wednesday of this week. 
We will run six-car trains at intervals of four 
minutes from 6 a. m. to 9 p. m., and as much 
longer as there is any demand for them, but

son Park than Fifty-fifth street and» Prairie 
avenue. For the people who may wish to 
‘view the fireworks in Washi n Park the 
night @f Dedication day, we will offer superior 
facilities. We will be able to carry between 
8,500 and 9,000 people an hour. We have 
twenty engines and 101 passenger cars, and 
counting out the two re engines, one for 
either end, and one emergency engine, we 
will be able to give seventeen trains for the 
use of the public, one every four minutes, 
We will have twenty-five additional engines 
by Noy. 1, and but for a delay some of the new 
equipment would nave been herein time for 
next week’s work. During the Fair we wlll be 
able to handle in the neighbourhood of 25,000 
passengers an hour.”’ 

A summary of the passengers who may be 
transported to and from Jackson Park will 
not foot up to exceed 85,000 unless the carry- 
ing capacity of the Alley L.“ is taken into 
account.

The Mayor Issues a Proclamation—Prepara- 
tions for the Dedication Parade. 

In honor of the Columbian exercises Mayor 
Washburne has declared a holiday, He sent 
out the following proclamation yesterday:

KANSAS CROP REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


Winter- Wheat Will Average 18.36 Bushels 
Per Acre—Seeding Retarded. 
‘ Tor#xa, Kas., Oct. 10.--Secretary Mohler of 
the State Board of Agriculture this evening is- 
sued his crop report for September. The re- 
port places the average yield of winter wheat 
per acre 18.36, and the total yield 70,635,980 
bushels. The yield per acre of spring 
wheat is 14.53 bushels, and the total crop is 
4,502,926 bushels. It is yet too early, says the 
report, to give the final statement of the corn 
crop. It is estimated at 25 bushels an acre, 
which would make a total crop of 140,059,929 
The yield of oats per acre 
at 28.04 bushels, giving a 
of 43,722,484 bushels. ne 
yield of rye is placed at 4,042.023 bushels; 
barley at 3,842.904 bushels. Dry weather is 
reported from all portions of the State, re- 
tarding seeding. uch plowing was done in 
July and August, when the ground was in 
good @ondition. Dry weather has retarded 
the growth of winter wheat and the plant is 
suffering in some places. Not half of the 
wheat to be sown isin the ground, Unless 
more favorable weather prevails during Octo- 
ber the winter wheat acreage will probably be 
badly reduced. 

Coton PLANT, Ark., Oct. 10.—Frost made its 
appearance here both Saturday and last night. 
The tender vegetation plainly shows the effect. 
Pianters in the lowlands are uneasy, as it is 
very cold. The drought has been continuous 
here for six weeks, and upland cotton has been 
damaged at least 20 per cent.

SHERMAN AT COOPER UNION, 


The Ohio Senator Discusses the Issues Be- 
fore an Immense Crowd. 


New York, Oct. 10.—An audience that filled 


Cooper Union Hall to the utmost greeted | 


John Sherman this evening. The Senator 
from Ohio was entbusiastically received, 
and his clear and distinct manner of placing 
his ideas before his hearers won him the clos- 
est attention. The Senator was introduced 
by James Blanchard, President of the Repub- 
licah club. Mr. Sherman said, among other 
things: 

The two parties are now brought to a distinct 
issue. The Democratic party has ever been op- 
posed to everything that the Republican party 

roposed. It is a question with you, citizens of 
New York, whether you shall have a doltar with 
371 grains of silver in it or whether you shall have 
a gold dollar worth a dollar. It is a question with 
you whether you shall abandon the Treasury 
notes, worth a dollar wherever they are 
presented, or whether ou shall adopt in 
their stead thé old State bank notes for which 
no security is offered. In the Constitution itself 
and in the messages of James Madison are found 
articles in favor of the protection of American in- 
dustries. They are found in the messages of An- 
drew Jackson and tbe modern Democracy does not 
dare tc stand by Swhat the founders of its 
party have enunciated. Ihe free trade principles 

Democracy now advocates are a fraud 
upon the laboring man. The constitution of the 
Democratic party as it stands today is in favor of 
protection.

HAS REFUSED TO SERVE. 


Butler Declines to Pass Upon 
the Baker Ballot Law. 

West Custer, Pa., Oct. 10.—There was a 
stir in the Chester County Courts today, the 
cause of which was the Baker Ballot law. 
Friday last Judge Thomas Waddell appointed 
ex-Judge Thomas S. Butler as judge of elec- 
tion of one of the new precincts iu West Ches- 
ter. In court today ex-Judge Butler refused 
to serve, saying: 

I do not intend to assume the responsibility of 
determining what some of the provisions of the 
Baker Ballot law may mean. Itis,in my judg- 
ment. the most damnable piece of legislation ever 
put on our statute books, and I don’t propose to 
submit myself to the danger of arrest and fine for 
the failure to determine who is entitled to vote 
under the act. | 
This, coming from a man who was but re- 
cently on the bench of Chester County, has 
apparently startled the other election judges 
and it is said to be probable that many others 
will decline to serve.

Law—Safe for Harrison. 

Borsz, Idaho, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—The dis- 
patch sent out from this place to the effect 
that the Mormons will vote at the commg 
election is without foundation. The Mor- 
mons will make no effort to vote at this elec- 
tion, no matter what action the courts may 
take. The Republican party, in its State plat- 
form, has pledged it$elf to repeal the law dis- 
franchising the Mormons at the next session 
of the Legislature, and they prefer to await 
this action rather than risk any possible fut- 
ure contest.

MOTION TO DISMISS THE CASE, 


Indiana Apportionment Question 
Comes Up in the Supreme Court, 


Inpranapouis, Ind., Oct. 10.—[Special.]— 
The attorneys for the appellants in the appor- 
tionment suit today filed a motion to strike 
from the files the motion of Attorney-General 
Smith to dismiss the case. The reasons given 


in support of the motion are: 

That the motion is not sworn to and is not made 
by any officer in pursuance of any duty im 
upon him; that no stranger to the record can 
raise any question as to the good faith of the liti- 
gation; that the Attorney-General has no author- 
ity to appear as an official; all the vroceed-

any desire to present any questions in the case 
not fully presented by the record; and that Smith 
and all other parties are now estopped to ask any 
reopening or change in the issues as joined in this 
record.

The answer of Simon T. Powell, on whose 
relation the case was brought in the Circuit 
Court to the motion of the Attorney-General 
to dismiss, says the Attorney-General has so 
conducted himself with reference to this case 
that his further appearance therein is render- 
ed‘improper and unfitting. In proof of this 
unfitness Mr. Powell cites the political speeches 
made by the Attorney-General, in which he 
denounced the men who bring the suit as 
political tricksters and bandits. It is averred 
by Mr. Powell that the language used by the 
Attorney-General is a contempt of court and 
could have been used for no other than an un- 
lawful purpose. He says:

RECEIVE THEIR MEDALS AS WINNERS. 


Gen. Miles Decorates the Successful Marks- 
men in the Fort Sheridan Shoot. 

Eight companies of the Fifteenth Regiment 
turned out in full dress at Fort Sheridan yes- 
terday and witnessed the presentation of prize 
medals by Gen. Nelson A. Miles to the win- 
ners in the army rifle and carbine competition 
held last week.

There are some thirteen hundred of these or- 
ganizations, with an aggregate membership 
of more than half a million men and firms, 
ana many of them have raised their voices in 
favor of the reform.

Ax exchange says the oid statute relating to 
the width of wagon tires is still in force in 
England. It is the General Turnpike act, 
and regulates the weight to be allowed to 

- Wagons, carts, etc., according to the width of 
the tires on their wheels. The limit for nine 
inches in width is 644 tons in summer and a 
little less in winter. The six-inch tire is al- 
lowed a load of 4% tons, and four and a half 
inch tires are permitted a maximum. of 44 
tons. An increased toll is levied at the turn- 
pikes for weight over the statutory figures, and 
one-half extra toll is exacted from the drivers 
of all wagons which have tires less than four 
and a half inches broad. We ought to have 
similar requireménts in this country. It is 
the vehicles with narrow tires that do the 
greatest amount of mischief in cutting up the 
roads in the country and the pavement in 
cities. They ought to be taxed out of exist- 
ence in the same way as was driven out some 
thirty years ago the wildcat and red-dog cur- 
rency which the Democratic national plat- 
form demands to be reinstated.

The greatness of the 
event commemorated will not fail to impress 
itself upon the Gothamites who move a 
little heavily and slowly. like their Dutch 
ancestors, and as the outcome of this the 
greatness and grandeur of the scheme at Chi- 
cago, now crystallizing at Jackson Park, will 
also impress themselves upon the New-York- 
ers. As the immediate result of their, own 
celebration they will begin to study the pa- 
geant of the great white city of palaces at 
the park, to realize its beauty, ita extent, 
and its jmpressiveness, and out of this 
study will come a new-born zeal, a stirring-up 
of interest, and an ambition that the city and 
State shall take a leading position at the Fair 
and contribute liberally to its success, When 
the New York pageant ends the Chicago 
pageant will be nearly ready to commence. 
A week later the city, the State, and the Na- 
tion, the army, the navy, Congress and the 
courts, the Governors and the legislators, 
foreign representatives and home dignitaries, 
and the great people, whose agents they all are, 
will crown the October ceremonies with a 
grand dedication. Then will follow six 
months of hard work and the great gates of 
the Columbian Exposition will be thrown open 
to the world for six months more.

A Chicago contemporary essays to poke fun 
at the terra-cotta color chosen by a number of 
prominent artists as the most fitting for cur 
municipal flag. Evidently its great objection 
lies in the fact that the choice was made out 
of a large number of suggestions sent in on 
invitation by Tux Trrpune. It would have 


stance that the objector does not want to be 
overshadowed by a flag chosen at the sugges- 
tion of a hated rival. But that fact is suffi- 
cient to condemn. The color is denounced as 
akin to that which predominates at the slaugh- 
ter-houses ‘near the Stock-Yards, and the ar- 
rangement sneered at as if it were intended to 
supplant the national flag, which is claimed to 
be good enough” for a brazen-looking fe- 
male figure in a cartoon, 

The first objection may be dismissed with 
the rematk that both the products of the 
shambles and the bakery may be just as fitly 
claimed to be represented by the colors of the 
national emblem. For the second it may be 
remarked that nobody is attempting to inter- 
fere with the national flag, the Old Glory,“ 
which for so many years has fioated alike in 
war and in peace. . That is the rightfui flag of 
the Nation, of the people as a whole, and will 
be so for all time to come. But while Chicago 
has a coat of arms it has no municipal flag to 
be borne in company with the national em- 
blem. It is highly proper that the city should 
have a distinctive flag for the World’s Fair, 
and noone else has suggested anything so 
handsome that keeps out of the way of the na- 
tional flag in design and colors. Certainly 
neither of the carping papers has offered or 
induced others to offer anything that would 
be acceptable, and judging from some of the 
alleged attempts at art in their columns their 
home talent is not equal to the task. : 

The general opinion among artists and 
other intelligent persons who have been con- 
sulted on the subject is that the new flag is 
fine in color and appropriate in design. It is 
a combination of two acceptable colors and 
at the same time presents an outline plan of 
the city, suggesting the original stimulus to 
the greatness which caused Chicago to be 
selected as the place in which the Columbian 
Fair should be held. The Chicago River 
divides the city into three parts and always 
will do so.

GOOD COUNTRY ROADS. 

The coming convention of delegates from 
societies interested in the improvement of 
country roads promises to be an important 
one. It is expected to lead up to a formal na- 
tional organization for the purpose of press- 
ing the subject on the attention of national 
and State legislators and to work for a strong 
popular opinion which can only be formed 
by bringing it home to the minds of the peo- 
ge. A movement in this direction is urgently 
required. Road legislation in the United 
States could hardly be less efficient than it is 
now, the matter having been systematically 
neglected, and this because the necessity of a 
great development in the improvement of 
country roads 1s far from being generally un- 
derstood even by those who personally need it 
the most. 


During the last quarter of a century great 


strides have been made in railroad building. 
Steel tracks are now carried all over the 
country, and in the more settled portions they 
form an interlacing network, some point or 
other of which lies within a few miles of every 
home. But the avenues which connect the 
farm with the depots are scarcely any better 
than before they had not the railroad depot as 
an objective to be reached with the surplus 
products of the soil. It would seem to have 
been taken for granted that the one obviated 
all necessity for attention to the other, but 
this is a grave mistake. There ought te have 
been a corresponding development of wagon- 
roads with that of steam transit. This for the 
reason that they are more used now than a 
quarter of a century ago. The country is 
divided into farms, each of which has some- 
thing to be sold, and its occupants want to 
buy from the vit ies, whereas ia the 508, and 
previously, the average farmer had little com- 
munication with the world outside, and when 
he wished it did not find himself restricted to 


travel along roads that had been cut up by 
other vehicles. The farmer is now far more 
of a commercial being than formerly, and it 
is of the utmost importance to him to be able 
to reach a market at any and all times, since 
the very periods when prices for his produce 
are highest in the cities are those at which he 
cannot take his property to the depot be- 
cause of bad roads, Then the railway brings 
the city within hailing distance, and the ex- 
citement of the great hives of population at- 
tract away from the farm many thousands of 
young people each year who would have staid 
at home had good roads afforded better op- 
portunities for social enjoyment when there 
was nothing to be done in the fields. 
abandonment of the farm renders life on it 
still less endurable to the older ones, whose 
isolation is all the greater for the exodus.

life.“ The policy of his party, he said, was 
„tariff reform.“ Having thus contradicted 
Texas Hubbard to please the moderate protec- 
tionists who were present, he added for the 
benefit of the free traders that the Democrats 
were for a “tariff for revenue only, thus con- 
tradicting himself flatly. 

Congressman Springer told the workingmen 
present that under the present protective tariff 
the increased price paid for home-made goods 
went into the manufacturer’s pocket, and that 
it was left to his generosity to decide whether 
any of it should go to his employés. Mr. 
Springer declared that he did not believe that 
the workingmen were getting their share, and 
announced that if he had the making of a 
protective tariff law he would give the in- 
creased price to the mill laborers and trust 
their generosity to divide with the mill own- 
ers. This caused a laugh. A man working 
in a Peoria factory would be likely to take 
this as a promise of higher wages in case the 
Democrats succeeded, But William failed to 
explain what the mill laborers would do for a 
job after the owners refused to run their es- 
tablishments on this communistic plan.

THE NEW YORK GERMAN MERCHANTS’ 
3 APPEAL, 

Many leading German merchants of New 
York City and Brooklyn have joined as a 
committee in a forcible and corvincing letter 
to all voters of the German race, setting forth 
to them the reasons why they should vote the 
national Republican ticket not only in justice 
to their own interests but as affecting the in- 
terests of the fatherland. ‘These sixty-six 
German citizens who have constituted them- 
selves a committee to work for the election of 
Harrison and Reid are not politicians. They 
are business-men who realize that the pros- 
perity of this country is due to the wise com- 
mercial policy of the Republican party. As 
such their appeal should come with all the 
more force to all thinking and patriotic Ger- 
mans.

Great crowds are what we have 
said we wanted ever since we began to consider 
the idea of the World’s Fair, and great crowds 
we shall certainly have all next summer. If the 
directors are frightened at the few that threaten 
them for three days in October, 1892, what are 
they going to do with five times that many for 
six months in 18937 Perhaps they want to stop 
advertising to the world the greatness of the 
undertaking they have brought so near comple- 
tion, It has been hinted that such is the case. 


The editor and director does not deal fairly 


with his colleagues. While printing the rea- 
sons given by the board for refusing to throw 
open the gates there is nothing in the edi- 
torial columns to indicate that he had read 
them, otherwise an attempt would have been 
made to answer the reasons and show their 
unsoundness and the emptiness of the fears 
of the directors. 

It appears from the statement made on be- 
half of the latter by Messrs, Davis and Higin- 
botham that if two-thirds of the invited guests 
attend the opening transportation will have to 
be provided for from 85,000 to 100,000 persons. 
The present facilities for carrying them by 
rail, cable, and boat are such as to require 
with the utmost efforts three or four hours to 
get them to the grounds. That is satisfactory 
enough, but when the oxercises close all will 
want to return at once instead of wait- 
ing three or four hours after night- 
fall, and there will 
crush and jam under any circumstances. If 
the day were pleasant and every one could go 
who pleased two or three hundred thousand 
persons would make the attempt. There 
would be such a pressure upon the means of 
conveyance that the invited guests from out- 
side the city, who ought to be treated with 
special consideration, would be shoved on one 
side and none of them would be able to reach 
the Fair grounds, unless taken there in car- 
riages, and if they did reach the gates would 
not be able to get within gunshot of the place 
where the exercises are to be held. It is more 
probable that the stress and strain would be 
such that the cable service at least would break 
down and that. would destroy half the means 
of transportation. 

The directors are not responsible for the 
present deficiency of transportation facilities. 
They could not take hold of and push to com- 
pletion in October the enormous task of ele- 
vat ing the Illinois Central tracks for several 
miles which that company has undertaken and 
is carrying forward as rapidly as possible, and 
until the work is completed only half the 
tracks can be used for passenger service. 
They could not complete. the Alley L road to 
Jackson Park, as it is beyond their jurisdic- 
tion. They are not the managers of the cable 
roads. They have by dint of untiring toil 
made it certain that the means of getting to 
and from the Exposition after it opens next 
May will be ample to accommodate all de- 
mands. That is all that can be expected of 
them. When they state that the facilities for 
getting to the Exposition are so limited 
at present that it is simply impossible for 
more than the invited guests to get there they 
state a fact for the existence of which they are 
not responsible, 

The editor, proprietor, and director in ques- 
tion was not fair when he said that his asso- 
ciates on the Board of Directors are in fear 
of great crowds.’’ He should have said that 
they did fear the consequences of asking great 
crowds to go to the Fair grounds at this time 
wher. it will be physically impossible for more 
than a fraction of them to get there unless

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EMB. GIFFORD GUILTY, 


VERDICT OF THE ROOK RIVER OON- 
FERENCE COMMITTEE. 


The Minister on Hearing the Result, Which 
Is the Opposite to That of the Civil 
Courts, Falls from His Chair—- Will Take 
an Appeal—Spirited Debate on a Reso- 
lution on the Subject of Compulsory 
Education—The Prohibition Declaration 
Does Not Bind Ministers to That Party. 

Srertine, III., Oct. 10.—[Special.)—The 

Rock River Conference of the M. E. Church 

closed with a sensation. For three days a 

committee of fifteen ministers has been re- 

viewing the testimony iu the case of the Rev. 

W. E. Gifford, who was tried in the courts of 

Dakota nearly two years ago on a charge of 

conduct unbecoming a minister, of which he 

was acquitted in the civil court. The verdict 
in the case was brought in at the evening ses- 


sion, and to the surprise of many it was a ver- 


dict of guilty, which means expulsion from 
the church. 

Mr. Gifford was sittmg at the press table 
when the announcement was made. He fell 
over on the table and to the floor on the an- 
nouncement, and was carried to the hotel in 
an insensible condition, and it was some time 
before he recovered, His counsel, the Rev. 
Louis Curts of Chicago, will at once take an 
appeal to the Appellate Court of the confer- 
ence, 

There was an exciting morning session of 
the conference. It was occasioned by a de- 
bate on the educational item in the report of 
the committee. The resolution as originally 
reported was this: 


Declaration on Education. 


The American public school is in danger. This 
danger is occasioned by the very thing which 
Washington said should not be tolerated—foreign 
interference. Against this interference we em- 

hatieally prötest. Firmly believing that the 
Pov and his Bishops are criminal against some 
of the best things in human life we stoutly af- 
firm that Roman policy in America should be put 
into quarantine.”. . 

We condemn Archbishop Ireland's Faribault 
school scheme, and in view of the very recent ut- 
terances of the Roman congress at -New- 
ark, J., we do not believe the 
affirmations lately made by this wily prelate on 
his return from Rome that Cahenslyism is 
dead. Compulsory education is a civil necessity 
in this community, and one who opposes it mer- 
its no confidence. We must protect ourselves 
from the tide of ignorance and prejudice rolling 
in upon us from Roman Catholic Europe or per- 
ish in the threatening devastation. 

Wherever the Latin Church flourishes its people 
are criminally kept iu ignorance and the State is 
wickedly denied its independence. It says: * Ifthe 
Pope demands it the authority of the State must 
be 2 ; human affections must be disregarded ; 
life must be sacrificed.” Thereupon, reatfirmi 
our thorough confidence in the public schoo 
system, 


Resolved. That we as a church stand opposed to 


oveny encroachment from every quarter that 
would lessen the influence or diminish the vigor 
of this most essential factor in our national well- 
being. 

The Rev. Mr. Dandy asked what Cahensly- 
ism had todo with education and moved to 
strike out ali that- about Cahenslyism and 
“wily prelate.” The Rev. J. W. Lee de- 
fended the item. Dr. Axtell of Grand Cross- 
ing was opposed to the wording of the item in 
the report. Ihe Rev. Mr. Strobridge of 
Princeton defined Cahenslyism as meaning 
parochial schools, and that meant enmity to 
the public school. 

Presiding Elder Burns of Chicago asked if 
Bishop — bee was not on the American side 
of the question, and a storm of voices an- 
swered ** No.“ r. Caldwell moved to strike 
out ali about Bishop Ireland. The Rev. John 
Lee of Galva, the oniy Irishman in the con- 
ference, indorsed what Dr. Strobridge had 
said. Mr. Foster moved to recommit, and 
the question was finally disposed of by adopt- 
ing the motion of Mr. Caldwell, ana the item 
stands with the name of Archbishop Ireland 
eliminated. 

Declaration on Prohibition. 


The next item of interest, and one which 
some of the brethren had been dreading, was 
the report of the Committee on Prohibition, 
which was read by the Rev. E. C. Arnold, 
Chairman: 


The liquor traffic of our country is growing a 
menace to our homes, our civilization, and even 
our republican form of government. It blights 
the home with poverty, wretchedness,. and woe, 
retards civilization by its insidious’ and pesti- 
lential assaults on manhood, and threatens the 
foundations of self-rule by its alliance with 
men who seek promotion through subserviance to 
the rum power. It defies and tramples upon the 
restrictions of municipal and statutory law; and 
judged by its fruits must be considered an enemy 
to the — paste. material prosperity, virtue, 
ard strength of the community in which it is per- 
mitted to exist. We therefore call upon the State 
to brand this prolific source of evil as a crime 
against humanity. It is worse than gambling, 
which the law of the State forbids; worse than 
slavery, for that left the thrall free to serve God 
and receive eternal life, while this enslaves and 
ruins both body and soul; worse than cholera, 
which the authorities justly attempt to prohibit, 
since disease leaves the character untouched and 
the soul unharmed. 

The liquor traffic does not exist to minister to a 
real demand of human nature, but to createa 
false one; not to satisfy hunger and thirst, but to 
cause bitter hunger and unquenchable thirst; not 
to beautify, but to blight the home; not to dignify 
social life, but to defile it; not to strengthen the 
State or to advance civilization, but to perpetuate 
and multiply drunkenness, beastiality, and un- 
cleanness. e therefore arraign the liquor traftic 
at the bar of public judgment as the relentless 
foe of the individual, the family, the school, the 
church, the State, and of all progress in science, 
art, government, and morals, and affirm that 
we are still uncompromisingly opposed to that 
traffic in all its branches. 

Resolved. That total abstinence should be 
taught in all our schools, insisted on in all of our 
churches, and promoted by continued and vig- 
orous efforts to persuade men, women, and chil- 
dren to adopt it as a rulo of life. 

Resolved, That the legalization of the liquor 
traffic is an insult to intelligence and injury 
to conscience, an outrage on society. a measure 
which experiment bas proved powerless to 
remedy or even restrain the evil of rum-selling: a 
policy whose continuance involves every one sup- 
porting it in the guilt of the legalized rum-seller, 
and justly brands every political party advo- 
cating it as the slave of the rum oligarchy. It is 
not only vicious in principle but is devoid of 

rinciple. It is not only impotent as a remedy. 

ut aggravates the evils it professes to alleviate. 
It connives at crime for a reward, sells our boys 
and girls for money, authorizes the saloon to do 
ite deadly work, to destroy all that good men seek 
to build up, and builds itself up on the ruins it 
makes. 

Resolved, That we recall with grief the fact that 
the government derives much revenue from the 
debauchery of its citizens, bringing upon the na- 
tion the guilt of complicity in the crime of the 
whisky traffic; and we here reco@i our conviction 
that every voter should consider it his first duty 
to save our government from this stigma and to 
cleanse the Stars and Stripes from the stain of 
sheltering a heinous crime. 

Resolved, That while we seein the worship of 
mammon the great stronghold of the liquor traf- 
fic among the 3 that among Christian peo- 
ple we consider the blindness of party idoiatry 
and sectional prejudice the greatest barrier to 
the advancement of prohibition. We consider 
such subservieney to party unworthy of American 
manhood and incompatible with an intelligent 
and conscientious discharge of duty. 

Resolved, That we readopt our resolution of last 
year. That we emphatically declare ourselves in 
favor of that 1 party. of whatever name or 
title, that will incorvorate in the party platform 
tho principle of prohibition of the liquor traffic, 
and that we will not cast our votes for any man, 
however solemn his pledges to aid the cause of 
temperance, who will permit himself to be a can- 
didate for office in a party whose platform favors 
the liquor interest by a license or other methods 
of regulation. 

Resolved, That we heartily approve the action 
of our last General Conference and recommend 
the formation of leagues in our churches for the 
enforcement of existing restrictions on the liquor 
traftic and codperation for its destruction. We 
also recommend that our Committee on Temper- 
ance and Prohibition, nominated at this confer- 
ence by the Presiding Elders, shall also serve as 
auxiliary to the permanent Genera! Conference 
Committee on Temperance and Prohibition. 


The Rev. Frank Bristol moved the adoption 
of the report of the committee by a rising 
vote. Seventy-five per cent of the conference 
stood up, the others refusing to vote for or 

ainst. It is the understanding that Bishop 

errill is of the opinion that the resolution 
does not tie any member to the third party, 
and that he had that word passed. Others as- 
sert that the question does not represent the 
sentiments of the conference, 

O. F. Mattison of the Board of Church Ex- 
tension submstted his report, which was 
adopted. 

Growth of the Church. 


In the report it appears that the M. E. 
Church has 25,681 organizations in the United 


States; 22,844 vhurch edifices with a seating 


capacity of 6,302,708 for the accommodation 
of members 2,240,354; applications on file for 
aid; 400; homeless congregations, 2,500; re- 
ceipts and disbursements in twenty-six years, 
$4,500,000, giving aid to 8,310 churches. There 
are being erected an averageof three churches 
aday. Rock River Conference is put down 
as the banner district in the line of extension.

SUFFRAGAN BISHOPS AND MARRIAGE, 


Subjects Discussed at the Protestant Epis- 
copal Convention, 

Bartimors, Md., Oct. 10.—The House of 
Bishops of the Trienniak General convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church was at 
work today on amendments to the canons, 
while the deputies passed upon amendments 
to the prayer-book, The order of the day for 
the Bishops was the report of the Committee 
on Canons. The first matter was ar amend- 
ment which requires the clergy to re- 
port the amount of communion alms 
to the Bishop of the diocese if required by 
him. The proposed canon providing for the 
appointment of Suffragan Bishops also caused 
a great deal of discussion, — was finally 
referred to a special committee consisting of 
Bishup Williams of Connecticut, Bishop 
Doane of Albany, Bishop Watson of East 
Carolina, and Bishop Burgess of Quincy. 

The proposed canon provides that diocesan 
conventions may, with the consent of the 
general convention, or during recess of the 
Bishops and diocesan standing committees, 
establish in each of their respective dis- 
tricts not more than two = districts 
as suffragan bishoprics, and for each 
district elect a Suffrayan Bishop. 
Such districts are not to be severed 
from their dioceses, constitute independent 
bishoprics nor exercise the powers vested in 
diocesan or other legislative conventions or 
councils. Each suffragan shall perform such 
episcopal duties and exercise such episcopal 
authority in his district as the Bishop of his 
diocese may assign. This rule, however, may 
not be . construed as interfering with 
the right of the diocesan personally to 
officiate or exercise jurisdiction at pleasure 
anywhere in his diocese, In case the diocesan 
become disable i, the suffragan or suffragaos 
are to act until his guccessor is appointed. 

The new canon on marriage and divorce 
also comes in for a large share of the Bishop’s 
attention. Action was not completed, al- 
though a portion of it was acted upon favor- 
ably. It contains the following provisions; 

No minister shall solemnize the marriage of 
any person under 18 years of age unless the 
parent or guardian of such person be present or 
shall have given written consent to the marriage. 
No minister shall solemnize a marriage except in 
the presence of at least two witnesses. Every 
minister of the Protestant Episcopal Church shall 
keep an official register of marriages to apntain 
the names, birthplace, age, residence, and condi- 
tion of all persons married, which shall be signed 
at the time of marriage by each couple married, 
two witnesses, and by the minister performing the 


ceremony. 
No minister shall solemnize the marriage of any 
person wha has a divorced husband or wife living. 
if the husband or wife has been put away for any 
cause arising after marriage, but this shall not be 
held to apply to the innocent party in a divorce 
for the cause of adultery or to parties once di- 


voroed seeking to be united n. ; 

No minister shall administer holy baptism or 
the holy communion to any person 1 in vio- 
lation of the discipline of the church, but the sac- 
raments shall not be refused to penitents in im- 
minent danger of death. 

Action on this canon will be completed to- 
morrow. Bishop Scarbofough of New Jersey, 
Bishop Seymour of Springfield, Assistant 
Bishop Rulison of Central Pennsylvania, 
Bishop Nicholson of Milwaukee, and Assist- 
ant Bishop Jackson of Alabama were appvint- 
ed a committee to prepare a special purpose 
for Colum bia day, Oct. 21. In the House of 
Deputies the Committee on Expenses asked 
that 500 copies of their report be printed for 
distribution, and that the committee be dis- 
charged.

IS A QUESTION FOR THE VARIOUS STATES 


The Treasury Department's Ruling on the 
Direct Tax Matters. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Oct. 10.—A resident of 
Norfolk, Va., recently informed the Tregsury 
Department that the agent appointed by that 
State to distribute the direct tax refunded by 
the United States deducts 5 per cent as his 
commission for handling the money, and in- 
quired whether those entitled tothe money 
are compelled to pay this commission. 
Assistant Secretary Nettleton has replied 
that when the Treasury Department 
complied with the law by refunding the tax to 
the Governors of the States entitled to it the 
department reached the limit of its duty and 
authority in the matter. He added that while 
it is believed that Congress intended that all 
the sums found to be due to States or to indi- 
viduals should be paid to them without dis- 
count or deduction it is not deemed to be 
within the province of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to rule on the question arising between 
applicants and the State authorities.

MANSFIELD IN “ THE SCARLET LETTER.” 


The Actor Does Honor to the Genius of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

“He has touched nothing that he has not 
adorned.” This phrase from Goldsmith's 
epitaph may be borrowed to praise Rich- 
ard Mansfield. Although yet a young 
may he has painted many pictures, 
not all of which may endure, 
but all of which are stimulative of thought 
and contribute to the cause of culture. He 
has. given glimpses of antiquity like his 
“Nero”; he has illustrated psychology, 
as in his Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde”; and again he has revived the 
ruffles and brocades of the Georgian era; as 
in Beau Brummell.” Once he opened 
Suakspeare's volume where it was most soiled 
by many thumbs—at the title page of 
“Richard III.,“ and he left that page 


enriched, . 
tew versons, like an illuminated missal. 
He now calls out of the past one of the 
saddest and neblest of American romances; 
and although he may not add it to the living 
dramas of the land he has at least done honor 
to the genius of Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

Mr. Joseph Hatton, the adapter of The 
Scarlet Letter, has written with discretion 
and even reverence, but neither he nor 
any other could make a drama out 
of the dream which had found its 
form in the marbled immortality of fiction. 
One might fancy Hawthorne exclaiming in 
Hamlet's words, Would you pluck the heart 
out of my mystery? Attemptit with other 
stories— The Marble Faun,” The House 
of the Seven Gables,” or a short one like 
“Ethan Brand, and you bold not 
a beart but a handful of air. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne had soul meanings as 
elusive as perfumes; he also had the craft of 
the great story-teller—a craft too subtle to be 
called trickery. The fragrance is dispelled 
when the story is told in dramatic dissection. 
The play, nevertheless, will serve a purpose if 
it send the playgoer to the book and dispel the 
dust that may be gathering on it. 

The climax of The Scarlet Letter“ was 
told in the first act. Here was heard the full 
mystical harmony, necessarily robbed of 
much of its mysticism. The three acts which 
followed were variations on the solemn theme. 
What did it serve that the black-robed pastor 
spent his vigil at midnight at the pillory; and 
what did it serve that he faced destiny in the 
inexorabie eyes of Roger Chillingworth; and 
what did it serve that death came to his relief 
at last? The denouement had occurred in 
Act I., when the minister adjured Hester 
Prynne to speak and she was silent. 
There is an impressionist sch ol of drama at 
the Theater of Art in Paris; it would tell the 
story of The Scarlet Letter“ in one act. 
The protracted tableaux in Mr. Mansfield’s 
play weighed heavily on one’s spirits at times 
before it came to its dirge-like end. 

The first two acts showed the market-place 
of the little Puritan town. There was the 
pillory; Hester with her babe in her arms 
stood on it with fixed, tearful eyes before the 
mob; and behind her were krouped the digni- 
taries, with Arthur Dimmesdale slightly apart. 
Qne’s first impression of Mr. Mansfield was 
that he embodied everything that was sinister 
in the polluted priest, but one looked in vain 
for something saintly. Such a Rev. Arthur 
Dimmesdale would at once attract suspicion. 
When he spoke his deep and hollow voice 
emphasized his intimidating appearance. 
ascetic side of the Puritan one 
did not see; but one is un- 
able to suggest how the actor should 
have depicted the holiness which would con- 
tradict his profound remorse. In forceful ac- 
cents—too denunciatory, one thought, for 
words so sacred—the preacher bore back the 
mob and saved Hester with that sentence of 
the Savior about him that is without sin.“ 
This was the end of the first act. | 

The pictorial solemnity deepened into dra- 
matic strength toward the end of the second 
act, where the same scene of the pillory is 
visited by the pastor at midnight. The solil- 
oquy was graphically rende by Mr. Mans- 
field. It is here that Roger Chillingworth 
creeps tothe side of the exhausted and sleeping 
minister and finds that he wears in secret on 
his breast the scarlet letter of shame. 
The intruder hurries away ana Dimmesdale, 
awakening in terror. rearranges his vestment. 
One of the after-tabieaux, which greatly flatter 
the fancy, is here shown. The minister startles 
as on leaving the scene he comes on a watch- 
man. Dimmesdale shrinks like a criminal 
while the officer kneels as for a blessing. 

The Hester Prynne of Miss Cameron dur- 
ing these two acts wins the sympathy of the 
audience. She is sweet, fragile, sensitive. It 
is not in her nature nor in her stature to be 
the Hester of the romance. But could 
the stately penitent of Hawthorne’s imag- 
ination have been of the earth earthy? 
The pathos seemed to be missed in the inter- 
views of the guilty lovers; precisely what was 
wanting one is at a loss to tell; but one pro- 
sumes that the adapter found it hard to con- 
vey in action the infinite tenderness the author 
conveyed through the tale. 

Here may be said a word for the pictur- 
esque exterior which Mr. Ferguson gave to 
Roger Chillingworth. He made the charac- 


ter atall Shylock with a dash of Mephis-. 


topheles, and showed taste in not making it 
too pronounced. He made it sufficiently in- 
tense, but unobtrusive. 

The third act—there were only four in all 
was the only one which seemed to be stretched 
to tediousness. The climax did not convey 
the exact meaning intended. The curtain 


falls on Hester, her little daughter beside her, 


resting in the arms of Dimmesdale. There 
was something in the situation considering all 
the circumstances (Dimmesdale still un- 
purged of his hypocrisy) as hopelessly com- 
monplace. The tableau was actually the- 
atrical. 


SOUSA ACCORDED A ROYAL WELCOME. 


First Performance of the New Military 
Band at the Auditorium. 

John Philip Sousa and his new military 
band were accorded a welcome to Chicago 
last night, the heartiness and cordiality of 
which there was no gainsaying. The Audito- 
rium was comfortably filled by an audience 
that came bent on being pleased: that found 
abundant cause for pleasure, and therefore 
gave vent to its feelings in an enthusiasm that 
would be content with nothing less than one 
encore after each of theeleven selections on the 
program, and in several instances was not 
satisfied till the encore had been repeated or 
another number played. : 

Such enthusiasm is not infrequent at mili- 
tary band concerts, neither is it always evi- 
dence of musical worth in the performance, 
It is gratifying, however, to be able to state 
that last evening the enthusiasm was inerited, 
and placed a correct estimate upon the abil- 
ities of Mr. Sousa and his men. 

The concert last night came somewhat in 
the nature of a surprise. Creditabie work 
was expected, but there was some fear that 
roughness, and possibly inaccuracies, would 
be discovered in the playing. The recent 
formation of the band seemed to render these 
shortcomings unavoidable. The vverture to 
**Semiramide”’ soon freed the hearer of his 
doubts as to the capabilities of the players.

MIKE DWYER’S ERROR 


HE BAOKS DEFEATED STONEWALL 
AND LETS BANQUET GO. 


Gideon and Daly Make the Same Mistake 
Over the Annie F. and Carmen Colts— 
Eastern Bettors Had a Bad All- Round 
Day—Correction, Banquet, Hugh Penny, 
Annie F. Colt, Lyceum, and Gascon Were 
the Morris Park Winners—Gloucester 
and General Racing Results. 


New York, Oct 10.—[Special.|—It is not 
often that those shrewd and clever turf gam- 
blers, Gideon and Daly, let their horses de- 
ceive them, but they did it with a vengeance 
at Morris Park today. They let the Annie F. 
colt go to the post in the Champagne Stakes 
at 15 to 20 to 1 without carrying a cent of their 
money, although other men backed the colt 
freely. Then inthe six furlong sweepstakes 
for all ages they, bet thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars upon the Carmen colt, Annie 
F. colt won in.a gallop and the Carmen colt 
could not run as good as third. But 
Gideon and Daly were not the only 
disappointed and disgusted plungers of 
the day. Mike Dwyer bet $10,000 on 
Stonenell in the opening handicap and lost it. He 
was so mad over the loss that in the next race he 
would not bet a cent on Banquet, and Banquet 
won. Bookmaker Jack McDonald thought he had 
a “lay-down” with the Clara colt in the third 
race, but poor riding on the part of Midgley lost 
him‘a swell bet. It was a bad day for the public 
as well as for the plungers, as only one of the six 
favorites was successful. The winners, with 
jockeys and closing odds, were: Correction, 4% 
to 1 (Taral); Banquet, even money (Garrison) ; 
Hugh Penny, 4 to 1 (McCafferty); Annie F., colt, 
15 to 1 (Doggett); Lyceum, 5 to 1 (Doggett), and 
Gascon, 3 to 1 (Clayton). 

Mike Dwyer’s plunge made Stonenell favorite 
at 7 to 10 for the five furlong handicap that 
started off the days sport. Correction and Tor- 


meutor had a very little backing at 4% to l each. 


Lizzetta, a 30 to 1 shot,went out like a flash at the 
fall of the flag, and opening upa gap, set a hot 
pace to the last furlong pole, where Correction 
overhauled her. Garrison brought Stonenell up 
from the rear with a vigorous effort, but Taral 
on Correction always held her safe and landed ber 
a clever winner by ahead.

Banquet Easily Defeats Russell. 


Banquet opened favorite at 3 to5in tke light- 
weight handicap at a mile and a quarter, but as 
his owner was uot betting on him his price reced- 
ed to even money, — and Sleipner were both 
backed. Although the -light-weighted Lepauto 
took Father, Bill Daly's colors to the front at 
the start the pace was unusually slow, all four 
jockeys apparently having received waiting 
orders. here was no semblacce of racing until 
they reached the top ot the down-hill home- 
stretch, half a mile from home, when Russell and 
Banquet moved together, Russell, ridden by 
Tarai, seemed to be drawing away from Banquet, 
who was ridden by Garrison, and it looked as if 
Taral would repeat his success of the previous 
race. But Garrison through Banqguet’s gameness 
was enabled to turn the tables. for Russell 
showed the white feather when he was pinched 
half a furlong from home, and Banquet in a drive 
beat him out by half a length. Russell was two 
lengths and a half in front of Sleiuner.

ROW AMONG CHICAGO CYCLISTS, 


Rhodes Files Charges Against Lumsden Et 
: Al.—Story of the Trouble, 

William A. Rhodes is a racing wheelman who is 
in a fever of rebellion, rage, and robust remon- 
strance against the other cracks who compose the 
racing team of the Chicago Uycling club. He is 
put out because, as he declares, he is not treated 
as an equal by bis fellows, but 1s and has been 
fdr many a week subjected tosnubsand ostracism 
and made the victim of 1 4 little tricks 

ich on the path operate to harm a man in the 
paufle 8 Rhodes has lodged a protest 
with President Fay Tuttle of the club, and that 
gentleman has called a special meeting to hear 
the testimony of the complainant, the defense or 
apologies of the defendant members of the team 
and decide and define the merits of the case and 
the proper behavior of the team when abroad. 
He even threatens to suspend Arthur E. Lumsden 
and Julian P. Bliss if they cannot reconcile their 
ill and ungenerous conduct which Rhodes imputes 
to them with their standing as members of the 
club. ; 

Rhodes makes bold to say that Lumsden, Bliss, 
and the others of the team are jealous of him. It 
is not so clear, however, that this can be estab- 
lished, for although Rhodes is undeniably a very 
speedy fellow, he has not yet reached that de- 
gree of speed where he can beat Lumsden save by 
a fluke; nor can he concede any odds whatever to 
little Bliss, who is one of thé men of the year. Up 
to two months ago Rhodes was a member of the 
Illinois club and between the adherents of that 
organization and those of the Chicago club there 
was a bitter contention touching the merits of 
Lumsden apd Rhodes on the road. Club spirit 
ran high at the time of the Pullman road race, 
but as both men failed to signalize themselves— 
neither finishing owing to accidents—the point 
was never settied, As the racing season wore on 
Rhodes became ambitious for honors on the 
track. The Illinois club would not pay his ex- 
penses, and soaking that a man was going to 
waste himself in idleness Van Sicklen, the Cap- 
tain of the Chicago club, solicited and captured 
him for his club, And then the trouble began. 
Rhodes had just emerged from a club which from 
early days has always been jo a clash for - 
acy in the C. C. C., and though he left it willingly 
he did not, as will subsequently appear, have any 
of the rancorous feeling whieh is instiliea into 
the minds of the I. C. C. men. He was not a true 
convert. Once Rhodes was a professional. Per- 
haps that may account for his loose notions of 
right and wrong at a time when prinet ple is at 
stake. It did not matter much that Rhodes 
knocked off a quarter at Columbus in 29 seconds 
or that he got in front of Lumsden once or twice 
during the course of the Eastern circuit, for it 
was patent to all that Lumsdén was the bes: man 
in the West and the only one who could give Zim- 
merman or Windle or Tyler of Taylor a genuine 
tussle. Yet those who are eager to toment the 
trouble avow that to Rhodes’ improved form and 

articularly to his occasional defeat of Lumsden, 
iis old rival, is all the bitter, passion which has 
been aroused to be ascribed. It is said without 
the least reserve by Rhodes that the moment he 
quickened in movement on the track the team 
trainers neglected him. He also says that he was 
cornered, wedged, r used as a pace- 
maker, and killed off every time he had a chance 
to win. These are the gravest of the 
charges he makes against his fellows as 
racing men. Less noisily does he air his 
grievances agaiust them for their incivility and 
positive refusal to associate with him; but this, 
though it is subordinated, is really the question 
on which the issue rests, for, if it can be shown 
that Rhodes is persona non grata, he must resign 
from the club or continue to endure the stings 
and arrows of the outrageous fortune of which 
he complains. Inu any event he is in an awkward 
position. 

To such an extent was the presence of Rhodes 
disagreeable to the team while on the Western 
circuit, when Van Sicklen left it in charge of 
Lumsden, that he was given & pretty strong hint 
that he was not wanted. The team would not 
tolerate his company, alleging as their reason 
that his habits were inelegant.. Then Rhodes 
tore off bis Chicago club badge and, smarting un- 
der the sting of the cut, he openly threw over the 
C. C. C. and everywhere he went he proclaimed 
himself a member of the Illinois club, wore its 
emblem, and spoke harshly of the Chicago club 
and its team. This unwise action justified Lums- 
den in cutting off Rhodes from the expense list of 
the team, and ever since the breach has widened. 

“We are in no dan ok being disciplined by 
the club,“ says Lumsden, speaking for the team, 
“for we can show that Rhodes drew all his 
troubles on himself. He isa big baby. To many 
of us he is very objectionable and we do not care 
to associate with him. Surely we are privileged 
to choose our own age oye ‘| hear that he com- 

lains of negiect at the hands of our trainer. 

ie invited it. Think of a man sprinting haif a 
mile with Zimmerman, as he did, and then be- 
cause he could not win refusing a rub-down and 
violently bemoaning his incapacity as a rider. 
That shows what seuse he has. The care which 
was bestowed on any member of the team might 
have been bestowed on every member of it, 
Rhodes included, if it was desired. Rhodes has 
no kick coming.’

PROSECUTION POINTS. 


WHAT IT IS SAID WILL BE PROVED 
AGAINST THE DAUGHTERS. 


A Boston Journal Gives Details of Alleged 
Testimony Showing Miss Lizzie Bor- 
den’s Presence in the House and the 
Room Where the Murders Were Com- 
mitted at the Time She Says She Was 
Absent—Quarrels Between Father and 
Daughter—Denial by Her Attorney. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 10,—In a thirteen-col- 
umn story from Fall River the Globe sets forth 
in deta:l alleged new and startling evidence 
for the prosecution. in the Borden murder 
cases which it says is in the hands of the police 
and is to be given by twenty-five new witnesses 
who will testify for the State at the coming 
trial of Miss Lizzie Borden. Briefly stated 
the new evidence, according to the paper, is as 
follows: 

John H. Murphy of Fall River will testify 
that he was standing on the sidewalk close to 
the Borden house when Mr. Borden entered 
his yard about 10:40 o'clock on the morning 
of Aug. 4 and he saw him a minute or two 
later ushered into the lobby by Bridget Sulli- 
van. Mr. Murphy willswear that while Mr. 
Borden was walking in the yard he saw a win- 
dow blind of the room iu which Mrs. Borden’s 
body was found cautiously opened by a young 
woman who had that same morning told him 
that her father had gone down town and 
would not be back until noon or later. This 
woman he has identified as the defendant, 
Lizzie Borden. The next witness of 
importance is Mrs. Gustav F. Ronald 
of Pawtucket, R. I., who was a guest at the 
Wilbur house. About 9:40 o’clock on the 
morning of the murder she was wheeling her 
baby carriage near the Borden house when 
she heard acry or groan. She looked up at 
the Borden house and saw in a room through 
a partially-open window a woman whose head 
was in part covered by a rubber cap or hood. 
This window she has designated is the same 
as the one pointed out by Mr. Murphy, Mrs. 
Ronald was almost that minute approached 
by Mr. Peter Mahany of Fall River. He like- 
wise had heard the groan, seen the woman at 
the window who wore the peculiar head- 
covering and recognized her as the young- 
er daughter of the Borden family, all 
the members of which he knew quite 
well by sight. Augustus Cunning, at that 
time a lodger in Mrs. Chufchill’s house, is 
said to have seen Lizzie Borden in the win- 
dow at the same time and under the same cir- 
cumstances.’ These witnesses, the paper says, 
fix Miss Borden at her mother’s side almost 
at the minute when she probably was killed 
and when Miss Lizzie, according to her own 
statement, was elsewhere. 


Quarrel Between Father and Daughter. 


Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Chase of Fall River 
ahd Mrs. Abigail Manchester, their daughter, 
were friends of the elder Bordens and visited 
them on the evening previous to the murder. 
They overheard, it is alleged, a quarrel be- 
tween Lizzie and her father. All heard Mr. 
Borden say: 

Lou can make your own choice and do it 
tonight. Either let us know what his name is 
or take the door on Saturday: and then you 
go fishing for some other place to. live, as I 
will never listen to you again. I will know 
the name of the man who got you into 
trouble.“ 

Lizzie is said to have replied: If I marry 
this man will you be satistied that everything 
will be kept from the outside world.“ Then 
the visitors were announced and conversed 
with Mr. and Mrs. Borden on the subiect of 
the quarrel. 

Mr. Borden said: I would rather see her 
dead than have it come out.”’ 

Mr. G. Romaine Pittson, a wealthy New 
York dealer in machinéry supplies, has made 
affidavit that a few days prior to the murder 
Mr. Borden consulted him as a friend about 
Lizzie, whose trouble he related in detail. 
Mrs. George J. Sisson of Fall River is said to 
have heard Lizzie say to Bridget Sullivan, the 
hired girl: Why don’t you say how much 
money you want to keep quiet?“ 
answer was: I don’t know what you mean, 
but you are not the girl I took you to be.”’ 

Mr. George Sisson, it is said, will swear that 
less than a month before the murder Mr. 
Borden told him he had made a will giving 
Emma and Lizzie $25,000 cash, which was 
more than he would have allowed them but 
for his wife’s intercession. Bridget Sullivan 
will, it is claimed, corroborate the story of the 
quarrel between Mr. Borden and Lizzie; also 
that she heard the night before the murders 
Morse and Lizzie taiking about a will; also 
that on, the afteruoon of the day of the mur- 
der Lizzie whispered to her, Keep your 
tongue still and don’t talk to these officers 
and you can have all the money you want.”’ 

Detective McHenry and his wife will, it is 
said, give important evidence, which relates 
in part to the story of the row between Lizzie 
and Ein ma Borden, and in which the former ac- 
eused the latter of having given her away.“ 
This tale, it is said, will be corroborated by 
the McHenrys, who overheard and saw the 
affair through a hole in the wall especially 
provided bythe authorities. It is claimed 
that in this quarrel Lizzie kicked Emma sev- 
eral times. 

Mr. Frank Burroughs,a lawyer of New 
York, formerly of Fall River, 1s, it is said, the 
attorney consulted by Lizzie Borden about 
the property rights in a father’s estate should 
a steprnother die first. 


Denials by the Defendant's Attorneys. 


Fatt River, Mass., Oct. 10.—Andrew J. 
Jennings, counsel for the defendant in the 
Borden murder cases, made the following 
statement today: The matter published in a 
Buston paper relating to the murders ef 
Andrew J. Borden and his wife is a tissue of 
lies. I have endeavored to find out about 
Mr. and Mrs. Frea Chase at the number in- 
dicated (No. 198 Fourth street, Fall River), 
There is not only no such number, but 
not any within fifty of it. There 
is no such name as George J. Sisson in the 
directory, nor can I find any person whoknows 
anybody of that name. Mr. Morse says that 
the whole story is absolutely false; not a word 
of truth in it. The Reagan story has already 
been denied by Miss Emma and Miss Lizzie, 
and was admitted by Mrs. Reagan to be false 
to at least six persons. A member of the 
police force says that the names used in the 
story indicated are fictitious, but the matter 
is substantially true. 


OF MISS BORDEN’S CHARACTER, 


A Fall River Journal Tells Many New 
Things of the Defendant. 

Fatt River, Mass., Oct. 10.—The breach of 
faith in the publication of the evidence in the 
Borden case has prejudiced the prosecution’s 
side. A local paper saying that all confidence 
having been betrayed the main facts may be 
told, then says: 

Miss Borden was a terror to her parents. Her 


character, as manifested in church and various | 


religious societies, was all that could be desired. 
but at home she was not a pleasant person with 
whom to dwell. While traveling in Europe she 
overdrew her letter of credit and a man promi- 
nent in business circles honored the draft. 
When her father’s attention was called to the 
matter he commented very severely 
and harshly on his dauguter's extravagance. 
Some years ago Miss Josie Rodman was intimate 
with Lizzie Borden. The influence that Miss 
Borden exercised over her was not relished by 
Miss Rodman’s friends, but while frequent com- 

laints were made there was no open rupture. 
Miss Borden attempted to persuade Miss 
Rodman, who was in failing health, to 
make a will in her favor, promising 
at the same to make her will in favor of Miss 
Rodman.

THE OFFENDERS IN COURT. 


Smoke Cases Docketed for Hearing Before 
Justice Glennon, 

Justice Glennon will have to come early 
and stay late if he intends te get through the 
great number of smoke cases which have been 
set for next Wednesday. There are something 
like 150 cases on the docket. Of these eighty- 
six are new suits. Eleven new suits have been 
lodged against the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway company, six against the Illinois 
Central, five against the St. Paul, and four 
against the Lake Shore. Andrew (nderdonk 
will figure as defendant in a suit brought 
ayainst the apparatus which he has at the 
shore end of the four-mile tunnel. Some new 
eases have been brought against manufact- 
urers and owners of buildings on the West 
and North Sides. Suits have been lodged 


against the Interior Building company on the 
north pier, the Kenwood manufacturing com- 
pany on Canal street, the National Linseed 
Oil company on West Polk street, and the 
Star and Crescent Millmg company on West 


Randolph street. 3 
All the legal forms have been gone through 


with for securing judgments against. Capt. 
Higgie of the Vessel Owners“ Towing compa- 
ny. Capt. Higgie has, it is claimed, violated 
his contract with the Smoke Prevention suci- 
ety, requiring the use of hard coal, and it 
will use a little coercion with him.

passing through the coil and enters the furnace 
in fine jets. The nozzle through which the steam 
is projected into the fire is set in a beli-mouthed 
tube of suitable size, througtg which a supply of 
external air is drawn by induction end carried by 
the steam jets into the midst of the combustible 


ases. 

The effect of this is to generate an intense heat 
and to produce an intimate mixture of the gases 
with the atmospheric air thus drawn into their 
midst; the whole process of combustion is quick- 
ened and rendered more complete, resulting, it is 
claimed, in but little if any smoke. The standart

DEMOCRATS WILL LOSE WISCONSIN. 


Their Legislation Against Railroad Em- 
ployes Remembered—Hotel Arrivals. 

There were some working railroad men from 
Wisconsin in Chicago yesterday. They de- 
clare that the refusal of the Wisconsin Demo- 
cratic Legislature of 1891 to pass a law mak- 
ing railroad corporations responsible for the 
action of one employé where another of their 
employés was injured would lose the State for 
the Democrats this year. The bill that the 
railroad employés wanted passed gave one 
employé who was injured by the carelessness 
of another employé the same rights to sue the 
corporation for damages that holds good 
when a person having no connection with the 
road ishurt. The railroad workmen say 
at times men who have been in the service 
for years and by strict attention to duty 
have shown their value are hurt as 
the result of carelessness of some man 
who was untrustworthy, and for such injury 
there is no redress in the courts. The bill 
was defeated by legislators.

TO LOWER EXPENSES. 


OOUNTY COMMISSIONERS APPOINT A 
SPECIAL OOMMITTEE, 


The Reduction of the County Valuation by 
$18,000,000 Necessitates an Overhaul- 
ing of the Appropriations—Make-Up of 
the November Grand Jary~—Miss Ada C. 
Sweet Doesn’t Want to Be a Member 
of the Board of Education—Important 
Drainage Canal Condemnation Su. 


The County Board of Commissioners yes- 
terday touk official action looking toward the 
reducing of the year’s appropriations to an 
amount within what may be raised by the legal 
tax levy, the move being necessary by the 
work of the State Board of tqualization in 
reducing the county’s valuation by $18,000,000, 
The County Board’s action was taken on the 
passage of the following resolution intro- 
duced by Commussioner Cool: 

WHEREAS, From the press report of the values 
of the taxable property of Cook County as equal- 
ized by the State Board of Equalization it ap- 
pears that the amount of taxes this board is em- 
powered to levy—viz:. 75 cents on each $100 val- 
uation—will not equal in amount the sum appro- 
printed by this board for the fiscal year 1892. 

herefore, be it 

Resolved, That a committee of this board, con- 
sisting of Commissioners Spofford, Skallerup, 
and the President, be appointed to investigate 
and report the several amounts’ that may be 
saved from the various appropriations, to the end 
that the expenses for the year 1892 may come 
within the tax levy for the year allowed this 
board to raise for county purpose. 

Commissioner J. Frank Aldrich of the city 
administration submitted an estimate of 81.400 
necessary for sodding and improving the space 
between the City and County Buildings open- 
ing on Washington street, where the Drake 
$10,000 fountain is to be placed. Mr. Aldrich 
asked that the county pay half the sum, $700, 
for the improvement: The communication 
was referred. It is hoped the work may be 
finished before Dedication day. 

But one bid, that of J. McFarland & Co., 
was received for doing the stead@fitting at the 
Court House. The figure is $1,800. Mr. Mc- 
Farland sent in a bid last week, but, as there 
was but one, it was not opened, and the Super- 
intendent of Public Service was ordered to 
readvertise. Commissioner Ballard said not 
opening the bid last week had in his opinion 
cost the county about $700, for he says he has 
reason to believe last week's bid was $1,100. 
The bidder, he said, knew he had the board, 
and had taken advantage of it. The Commis- 
sioners referred the bid to the Public Service 
committee. The matter will be settled at this 
afternoon’s meeting.

ment. She argued that this plan would avoid 
the delay that is now vexing the Health De- 
partment. 

Yesterday the Heavey crematory at Twelfth 
street was relighted, after being shut down 
fora week. During that time new platforms 
were built. 


City Wants Johnston’s Bill Dismissed. 

The City of Chicago and Mayor Washburne 
filed an answer yesterday to the suit of Peter T. 
Johnston to restrain the city officials from inter- 
fering with his bath-house at the foot of Indiana 
street. It is alleged by Johnston that the city 
authorities are being used as tools for the benefit 
of tbe Chicago Dock and Canal company. This 
allegation is positively denied by the defendants, 
and they say they notified the dock company to 
remove all obstructions and the company did so. 
The city says that Indiana street originally ex- 
tended to the waters of Lake Michigan. In 1875 
piles were driven in the shallow water and with- 
out the consent of the city a frame structure was 
located on the piles. It is claimed that Johnston 
has-no authority whatever to maintain a bath- 
house at the end of a public street. The court is 
asked to dismiss his bill for want of equity. 


; Strikes Objections from the Files. 

Judge Horton yesterday ‘sustained a motion to 
strike from the files objections against the im- 
provement of West Twelfth street and Ogden 
avenue as a boulevard. A petition for the im- 
provement was circulated. but did not receive 
enough signatures, it is said. It is alleged that 
the heading of the petition was changed so as to 
make it for an improvement on California avenue, 
which abuts the park, and then it was signed by 
the Commissioners. Money was collected for the 
improvement and the work has been begun. The 
court held that the objections came too late and 
the case will now be heard on a petition alleging 
that the Commissioners sighed the petition by 
fraud. 


Important Condemnation Suit. 

The trial of an important Drainage Board con- 
demnation suit was begun in Judge Clifford's 
court yesterday morning. The defendants are 
the members of the Columbia Park company of 
which Otto Naef is President. The property 
sought to be condemned for canal purposes is 
fitty acres of Columbia Park. In the entire park 
are eighty acres. The members of the company 
value the park at $75,000. The canal, they say, 
will spoil the land for park purposes and hence 
they desire to obtain nearly the full value of the 
park for the fifty-acre strip. The board, it is 
said, has not made them a formal offer. 


Lumber Dealers’ Demurrer Sustained. 

Sr. PavL. Minn., Oct. 10.—Judge R. B. Nelson 
of the United Statés District Court this after- 
noon sustained the demurrer of the Mississippi 
River Valley Lubermen’s Association to the in- 
dictment for conspiracy in making unlawful com- 
binations of trade. The indictment was found 
against the association last January. Fifteen of 
the leading wholesale lumber dealers of the North- 
west were included in the indictment. which 
charged that they made an unlawful conspiracy 
in restraint of trade, agreeing together to ad- 
vance the price of common pine lumber. Accord- 
ing to Judge Nelson's dseision the facts do not 
constitute an offense under the Sherman law.

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads last week amounted 
to 32,042 tons, against 24,754 tons for the week 
previous and 25,449 tons for the corresponding 
week last year.

REPORT INVOLVING PROPERTY FILED 
AGAINST THE OITY. 


Master in Chancery Waite Concludes That 


the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
and Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railway Companies Are Entitled to 
Strips of Ground Along Pacific Avenue 
and Sherman Street—Reasons Given for 
the Decision—Other Court News. 


Master in Chancery Waite has filed a report 
in the suit of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railway company and the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southera railway company 
against the City of Chicago, finding that the 
complainants are entitled to the west twenty 
feet of Pacific avenue and the east twenty feet 
of Sherman street, between Van Buren and 
Harrison streets, as their own private prop- 
erty. 

It was claimed by the city that the strips in 
question were dedicated by the companies to 
the public, and it was further held that, if not 
given by any dedication, such right has been 
acquired by the City of Chicago by prescrip- 
tion. In support of its rights to the strips 
the city claimed that general and 
uninterrupted usage by the public for twenty 
years isenough to establish a highway, and 
that this was abundantly sufficient to create 
a right in the public to the use of the same as 
a public highway. 

The ‘complainant companies, however, 
showed that the taxes and assessments paid 
by them upon their property covered the 
strips now ia dispute, and that this was con- 
clusive proof of their ownership, The master 
concluded that the strips in question have ne ver 
been a source of trouble and expense to the 
city and public, and that, as the use made of 
the land by the railroads has been at their 
own large expense, it would be now unequita- 
ble to deprive the companies of the land. 


Appealed to the Wrong Court. 

In passing upon the partition suit brought by 
the widow of Miner T. Ames in behalf of her 
minor daughters against the adult heirs the Ap- 
pellate Court has held that it has no jurisdiction 
in the matter, as a leasehold interest is involved 
and the appeal should have been taken to the 
Supreme Court. The lands sought to be parti- 
tioned are in several counties, some in Woodford 
County. Judge Hortou held that it was not for 
the interest of the infants that the Woodford 
County lands, which constituted a mining — 
erty, should at present be partitioned, and made 

rovision for continuing the business of mining. 
Thos this decree the widow assigned for error 
the denying of the partition.

CLEVELAND PUT UP $10,000. 


So Likewise Did Whitney, Dickinson, and 
Benedict—A Million Spent by the Demo- 
crots in 1888. 

New York Sun (Dem.): In view of the call 
for funds by Chairman Harrity and Chairman 
Dickinson there has been a natural interest to 
ascertain the size of the check contributed by 
ex-President Cleveland. It will be recalled 
that four years ago he sent his check to Chuir- 
man Calvin Stewart Brice fer $10,000. 

The mugwumps at that time criticised the 
managers of Mr. Cleveland’s campaign for 
letting it be known that he had sent his check 
for that amount. They were not sure whether 
he ought to have contributed or not, but they 
were sure that his contribution should have 
been kept a secret. Such is their nature. To 
practical politicians these were highfalutin 
notions. 

At any rate, Mr: Cleveland is not now the 
occupant of the White House, and inasmuch 
as the mugwumps of New York Stave, who in- 
sisted at Chicago that he should be nomi- 
nated, promising to raise $500,000 among 
themselves if he were, have not contributed 
anything, they can scarcely criticise the an- 
nouncem-ent made at headquarters yesterday 
that three weeas ago Mr. Cleveland eoutrib- 
uted his check fur $10,000, 

The check was turned over to Treasurer 
Robert B. Roosevelt, and by him sent through 
the Holland Trust company. 

It is also reported that Mr. Cleveland’: per- 
sonal friends, E. C. Benedict, Mr. Whitney, 
Dickinson, 
$10,000. The ammount of Chairman Harrity’s 
check was $25. Butin view of the fact that 
Mr. Harrity contributes his services as Chair- 
man, nothing more was exvected from him. 

There were plenty of avenues opened for 
the expenditure of the contribution of Mr. 
Cleveland and his three personal friends. The 
Democratic national campaign of 1884, ac- 
cording to the best authorities, cost about 
$400,000, while that of 1888 cost about 
$1,000,000. The expenses of this campaign 
will runto higher figures for the reason that 
the fight extends over inore States. 

Money will be needed in New York, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, ‘Towa, Nebraska, and Kansas, not to 
speak of Michigan and other States. The 
promises of the mugwumps have come to 
naught. Chairman Harrity and Chairman 
Dickinson must now rely upon the income 
from the popular call. It is true that Henry 
Villard, Oscar Strauss, C. C. Baldwin, and 
others are daily visiting their friends and ask- 
ing for subscriptions. But subscriptions come 
slowly. ‘There is au indisposition to gtve big 
amounts. ö 

Chairman Harrity reported yesterday that 
good results were made from the appeal to 
tne people. He had on his desk yesterday a 
bundle of checks ranging for amounts from 
$5 to $100. 


‘CLAIMS IT WAS APPROVED. 


Barber Submitted His Pension Decision to 
Gen. Bussey. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Oct. 10.—| Special.] — 
Mr. Baber, dismissed from the Pension 
Office by Secretary Noble on account of 
the language used in a pension decision made 
by him, maintains that he read this de- 
cision to Assistant Secretary Bussey just be- 
fore he left the city, and that the latter fully 
approved it. In the discussion of Mr. Baber’s 
case tne opinion was expressed today 
that the decision was an attempt 
to Burchardize the administration; that 
Mr. Baber is a Democrat and has 
recently announced himself asin favor of the 
Republican candidates.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


Quite an interesting discussion is going on 
over the question whether or not insurance can 22 
cessfully be written on lives in all portions of 
Southern States on the same basis of premiams 
as they are written in the States which are in the 
higher latitude. It is admitted that the statistics 
gathered fifteen or twenty years ago show con- 
clusively that at that time the mortality in se- 
lected lives was much greater in the valley of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries and in the valleys 
| of all rivers in the Southern States. The general 
opinion now appears to be that while perhaps 
there has been a marked improvement in the pro- 
longation of life iu the Southern States 22 
of late years, sti ilthere are portions of the South 
which it would be well to avoid or else char 
there a higher rate for insurance of lives than in 
others. Someof the companies are so imbued 
with this notion that they refuse to write those 
risks living in the 8 in Southern States, and 
the companies that defer dividends for a term of 
years are in the habit of keeping these risks by 
themselves and dividing on the experience ob- 
tained therefrom. 

The assignee of the St. Paul German Insur- 
ance company, which failed 1 st April, is winding 
up its affairs quite satisfactorily. Hesays t as- 
sets which were first thought worth little or noth- 
ing have turned out much better than expected. 
and the mortgages of the company are being paid 
off by the mortgageors, and in this way no loss is 
made. The time for filing claims has not yet ex- 
pired, but when it has, and the full amount of the 
indebtedness becomes known, the assignee will 
have on hand such an amount of cash that he can 
make a dividend at once. That 100 cents on the 
dollar will eventually be paid is hardly to be ex- 
pected, but in view of the turn affairs have taken 
in the matter of assets, and. the further fact that 
the stockholders are liable for double the amount 
of their stock, and several of them are wealthy, 


not expect somewhere from 50 to 75 per cent of 
their claims. 


Lightning proved as destructive in Great 
Britain this last summer as it did in this coun- 
try. The great difference was that in the United 
States it was barns and detached houses that 
were struck, while in England the tall buildings 
and steeples of churches caught it. Each year, 
it would appear from the records, lightning 
grows worse in the country or in small towns, 
while in cities the damage done by it is less. 
This may be accounted for by the fact that this 
country is being settled all the time and new 
parts being filled up by the growing pop pulation, 
and consequently there are more rns and 
houses to be struck spread over a larger extent 
of territory. The cities escape because of the 
houses being crowded togetuer, and the electricity 
is so quickly spread over a large amount of sur- 
face that it proves almost harmless. 


The Court of Appeals of New York has just 
. affirmed the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
same State in the case of the Globe Mutual Life- 
Insurance company that minors cannot be mem- 
bers of assessment corporations for life-insur- 
ance. The Globe was attempting to do an in- 
dustrial business, and the effect of that decision 
will be, no doubt. to stop the organization of 
all assessment concerns that are being promoted 
for this purpose. 


The general agents of the Home Life in 
Cincinnati have about matured their plans 
whereby to connect the business of life-insurance 
and the building and loan business. The pre- 
miums will be paid monthly with the deposits 
made for the society. While this is not entirely a 
new scheme, it is. believed that this is the first 
time any old company has gone into this business. 


The British Union Insurance company is a 
new concern now being promoted on the other 
side. It is to have a capital of $15,000,000 and its 
charter will allow it to transact all the kinds of 
insurance known except life. It is not said that 
this company is being organized to come to 
America, but it is just possible it may be seen 
here within a year.

BUOYANT SECURITIES. | 


BROAD STOOK MARKET WITH EVERY- 
THING ON THE LIST STRONG. 


The Government Crop Report Strongly 
Bearish in Its Effect on the Grain 
Traders—An Average Yield of Thirteen 
Bushels of Wheat to the Acre—Total 
Yields of 520,000,000 Wheat, 1,615,- 
000,000 Corn, and 627,000,000 Oats, 
Suggested by the Report. 


Bullish sentiment is uppermost in the stock 
market. The tendency, so far as indicated by 
outside appearances, is in the direction of higher 
prices. The market was broad yesterday and 
fairly active, and about everything on the list 
closed at an advance over Saturday's figures. 
The street railway stocks showed decided 
strength, especiaily West Side stock. The leaders 
on the bull side of the market strongly believe 
that a considerable short interest has been de- 
veloped in West Side stock around 200 and the 
intention is to worry the shorts. The course of 
the market in this stock is undoubtedly in the 
hands of a few men, and if they decide to put it 
up it looks now as if it would go 
up with ease. All appearances certain- 
ly point to a constant flow of this stock towards 


Philadelphia. Perhaps appearances are not to 
‘be trusted, but if they are the Philadelphia peo- 
ple have got a long way towards securing control 
of this property. The action of their broker all 
along has seemed to indicate that their desire 
was to acquire stock without putting up the mar- 
ket. Itissaid that 2,000 shares were shipped to 
Philadetphia yesterday. In some quarters the 
belief is strong that the market will be advanced 
sharply and that the advance is not far away.

The early cable announcing an advance in the 
price of Russian wheat was responsible for a part 
of the improvement in the speculative market. 
Taken in connection with a report that Russian 
peasants had been reduced to despair by the four 
months’ drought, and that the government had 
ordered a heavy reduction in railroad freights, 
the advance of cargoes was regarded as quite sig- 
nificant. 

The visible supply of barley showed the unusual 
increase for the week of 545,000 bu, indicating 
that the crop is moving rapidly from country 
points. The increase was chiefly in the quantity 
afloat on the lakes and canal, although Buffalo 
and Northwestern primary points showed fair in- 
creases, So brisk has been the demand Jocally 
that the Chicago stock actually decreased 6,000 
bu during the week. There is a good demand for 
the better grades of malting barley, with the fin- 
est coming from Nebraska. 

Grain shippers are complaining that some of 
the railroads are engaged in cutting rates to the 
seaboard to a point about ‘4c per bushel below 
the lake ana rail rate.
